Harness Spokesman 

Sir: 

Only a prolonged hospitalization has pre¬ 
vented an earlier answer to an open letter 
addressed in Letters to the Editor some 
months ago to Neil McCardell by John T. 
Sadler Jr., in which Mr. Sadler took Mr. Mc¬ 
Cardell to rather serious task for his attitude 
toward the harness industry in Maryland, 
reminding him that he was a "Thorough¬ 
bred" board representative and suggesting 
that if he did not feel he could adequately 
represent the Thoroughbred industry he 
should "resign to create a place for someone 
knowledgeable and interested in Thorough¬ 
bred racing and breeding." 

I believe I have been involved in North 
American racing as long as Mr. Sadler and 
although my primary identification is with 
Standardbred racing management, I would 
like to suggest to Mr. Sadler and to other 
Maryland Thoroughbred aficionados (as I 
have suggested to you personally and in 
public conversations over the years) that the 
Thoroughbred industry in Maryland will 
one day realize that it has truly common 
causes with the Standardbred industry and 
that the aloof and frequently snobbish ap¬ 
proach taken on a number of key issues is 
actually counterproductive to advancement 
of the horse racing industry in Maryland. 

If in fact The Maryland Horse and its 
readers believe their course and welfare to be 
so independent of Standardbred racing that 
they neither recognize the horses, farms or 
Standardbred racing citizens of the state, so 
be it; but in the long run, and hopefully not 
too late, members of the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred community will realize that rac¬ 
ing's problems are much more common, and 


true and substantial progress much more 
possible by working for causes rather than 
fostering personal prejudices. 

With Standardbred yearlings now costing 
some one-fifth of average Thoroughbred 
yearlings, but with Standardbred race hors¬ 
es earning as much on the track as Thor¬ 
oughbreds at the very top level, it seems 
high time that the two industries forget their 
petty rivalries and jealousies and work to¬ 
gether to solve the myriad problems, starting 
with totally inequitable taxation, that plague 
both industries. 

As a firm and long believer in national and 
regional ecumenism as the real answer to 
racing's grievous problems, I applaud Mr. 
McCardell and feel sorry for the short and 
astigmatic view expressed by Mr. Sadler 
and, I fear, shared by many of his Thorough¬ 
bred associates in Maryland.

If you thought the Kentucky Derby horses 
were a mediocre lot, you had to like Linkage in 
the Preakness—unless you believed Aloma's 
Ruler was made of steel. 

I didn't. And I was wrong. 

To my mind, Aloma's Ruler accomplished 
the impossible. There was, I thought, no way a 
horse could win the l^/ie-mile Preakness with 
so little preparation. 

But like most writers, I am not a trainer. 
Butch Lenzini is.

Lenzini did a remarkable job in evaluating 
his horse's state of readiness and in getting 
him to that level of fitness. And jockey Jack 
Kaenel was equally brilliant in the way he 
took the lead and slowed the pace. 

But the bottom line is Aloma's Ruler him¬ 
self. 

He ran one helluva race. 

Nathan Scherr, the owner of this magnifi¬ 
cent 3-year-old, is a Baltimore builder and 
real estate developer. Known to his friends 
as Red, Mr. Scherr, 58, is a multi-millionaire 
who made it the hard way. 

There was, perhaps, a parallel between 
humans and horses in this 107th running of 
Pimlico's $200,000 classic. 

Nathan Scherr contrasted against Jane du- 
Pont Lunger; John J. Lenzini Jr. against 
Henry S. Qark; Bill Shoemaker versus Jack 
Kaenel; Aloma's Ruler against Linkage. 

The public chose Lunger-Qark-Shoemak- 
er-Linkage as its 1 to 2 favorite. 
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The other team was 6 to 1. 

But races aren't won on odds. Winner by a 
half-length was the Iron Ruler colt pur¬ 
chased by Scherr for $92,000 at a 19812-year- 
old auction in Florida. 

Mr. Scherr has owned and bred horses in 
Maryland for the past dozen years. 

"My ceiling," he said after the Preakness, 
"has been $8,000 for my most expensive pur¬ 
chase." Bold Victor, his first stakes winner, 
had cost him $2,000 as a yearling in 1971. 
(Actually, Bold Victor had been sold earlier 
for $4,500 at the Eastern Fall Yearling Sale 
but the buyer didn't like the colt, and, as a 
consequence. Bold Victor was resold pri¬ 
vately to Scherr.) 

That stallion, who is still Scherr's prop¬ 
erty, stands at stud at Green Willow Farms 
for a $1,000 stud fee. His race track earnings 
amounted to $55,805. 

If you were to describe this man's stable 
before 1981, you could say about Scherr that 
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he was a dilettante who confined his activi¬ 
ties to the buying and selling of lesser grade 
pedigrees. 

How would he stack up against Christiana 
Stables? Let's not be absurd. Christiana has 
some of the world's finest horses, over 40 
years of top level competition—and an own¬ 
er who dedicates herself to breeding only the 
best of her mares to the world's best stallions. 

Mr. Scherr's best horse against Mrs. Lun¬ 
ger's? No contest. 

And even in the respective trainers, there 
is an edge for Christiana. 

Butch Lenzini is 35. Henry Qark, 77. 

Mr. Qark will likely become a member of 
racing's Hall of Fame. 

He is cut from the cloth of Max Hirsch and 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. 

Then there were the riders.

Kaenel, 16. Shoemaker, 50. 

Shoemaker has set every world's record 
known to statisticians. Already a member of 
the Hall of Fame. The greatest, bar none. 

Opposing him, a kid who goes for cowboy 
hats. 

Still, these human participants were only 
the supporting cast. 

The race's outcome depended upon the 
quality, heart and ability of two nearly equal 
3-year-olds. 

And it was Aloma's Ruler who got there 
first in 1:55%, one and two-fifths seconds 
slower than Canonero's track record. 

My personal hunch is that neither of these 
fine colts ran his best race. 

Aloma's Ruler (bred in Florida by Geoffrey 
C. Hughes' Silk Willoughby Farm) is still 
inexperienced. The Preakness marked only 
the eighth start of his career. Although he 
has won six of those eight (and was second in 
the others) Aloma's Ruler isn't likely to peak 
until mid-summer or fall. He won on class, 
plus a remarkable ride.

Linkage, on the other hand, was ready for 
his best-ever performance. 

He didn't give it because Shoemaker un¬ 
derestimated his opponent. 

The Shoe rode a much too confident race. 
His horse was rolling and zeroing in on 
Aloma's Ruler leaving the half-mile pole. But 
rather than go on and hook the leader (the 
first six furlongs were run in a slow 1:12), Bill 
waited and waited and, suddenly, it was too 
late. 

There was no bitterness in the losing camp. 

Veteran professionals, gracious losers— 
class from tip to toe. 

Mr. Clark was the first to shake young 
Butch's hand. (For a profile on Lenzini, see 
page 26.) Shoemaker the first to congratulate 
Kaenel (while pulling up: "You rode a hel¬ 
luva race!"). 

No one could know from his appearance 
that this may have been Qark's last chance to 
win the one race which meant the most to 
him. His grandfather, William Jennings, had 
won the Preakness in 1887 with Dunboyne 
as both owner and trainer. Henry wanted his 
name in that record book, too. 

It didn't happen. 

"Horse racing," said a friend of Mr. 
Qark's, "can be such a cruel game." 

But to the winner went the spoils—and 
they included happiness. 

Red Scherr. Broad-chested, rock-jawed, 
an aging athlete. 

He had come up the hard way, selling 
newspapers as a boy in Baltimore's Jewish 
community in and around Pimlico. Strong, 
tough and athletic, he strove always for ex¬ 
cellence and supremacy. 

World War II got him to Cornell (at gov¬ 
ernment expense in the V-12 program) 
where he was fullback on the football team 
and defenseman in lacrosse. 

He became a civil engineer and, after some 
floundering, went into the construction bus¬ 
iness for himself. 

Needless to say, he made it big—his Peer 
Construction firm is today building 200 
townhouses in Woodlawn and another 200 
or so apartments near Reisterstown. 


A devoted family man. Red has a son, 
Bruce, 23, and a daughter, Barbara, 21, in 
addition to his wife Annette who visited 
Pimlico's press box after the race in a wheel 
chair. (Mrs. Scherr has been ill for four years 
but gamely attends most functions involving 
the Scherr racing stable.) 

When Mr. Scherr got into racing 12 years 
ago, he bought horses of limited potential. 
Perhaps thinking of those few horses who 
made it to the top without pedigree creden¬ 
tials, Nathan hoped that he, too, would 
come up with a champion. 

In 1978, he actually owned a Preakness 
starter. 

But Dax S. (who earned a total of $32,902 
in 35 lifetime starts) really wasn't that kind of 
horse. He finished next to last in the race 
won by Affirmed, beaten 25 lengths. 

Red Scherr doesn't enjoy drubbings. 

So he resolved to himself that he would 
have no more Dax S.'s running in the Preak¬ 
ness at odds of 93 to 1. If ever he came back to 
run in the race he most wanted to win, it 
would be with a true contender. 

But you don't own that kind of horse (un¬ 
less you're one in a million) with $8,000 pedi¬ 
grees, and, up until then, Scherr had never 
paid more for a runner. 

So it was that in 1981 Scherr and Lenzini 
went to the two-year-olds in training sale at 
Hialeah with the thought that the owner 
would buy two juveniles for a total of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Instead, Scherr bought one (Aloma's Rul¬ 
er) for $92,000. 

That colt made his first start in August at 
Monmouth and was second (at 10 to 1) in a 
maiden special race. That was his only loss as 
a 2-year-old. In September and October at 
the Meadowlands, he won three in a row, 
including the restricted Nutley Stakes (for 
2-year-olds which had never won $15,000 in 
a single race). 

After the Nutley, Aloma's Ruler was ship¬ 
ped to Florida where he made his 1982 debut 
in the seven-furlong Bahamas. Although 
that was his first start in three months, he

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won by a head from the superb sprinter Dis¬ 
tinctive Pro. 

That one race made Aloma's Ruler a na¬ 
tional racing celebrity. 

There were visions of great things ahead. 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness . . . 

The Bahamas had been run on January 27. 
On February 23, Dale Austin, in the Balti¬ 
more Sun, wrote: 'The Ramingo (to be run 
in March) is now out of reach for Aloma's 
Ruler who was taken out of training, at least 
temporarily, after X-rays of his left front 
ankle indicated an injury, possibly aggra¬ 
vated by an extremely fast workout Friday." 

Two days before the May 1 running of the 
Kentucky Derby, Aloma's Ruler began his 
comeback at Pimlico in a six-furlong al¬ 
lowance race. He was beaten a nose by the 
extremely quick Happy Hooligan. 

Not to worry, said Nathan Scherr to Pim¬ 
lico's g.m. Chick Lang, Aloma's Ruler is 
right on schedule for the Preakness. 

Ridiculous, replied the cognoscenti. 

No horse could make the mile and three 
sixteenths Preakness off such skimpy prepa¬ 
ration. 


But then Aloma's Ruler gave credence to 
his owner's dreams by winning (on May 8, 
one week before the Preakness) the vaunted 
Withers Stakes at Aqueduct. It was a front¬ 
running victory with Kaenel in the saddle. 
Margin at the finish of the one-mile race was 
a neck over Spanish Drums with favored 
Shimatoree unplaced. 

Still, did a victory in the one-mile Withers 
qualify Aloma's Ruler for such a magnificent 
performance in the Preakness on May 15? 

No. Never. 

Aloma's Ruler unquestionably ran the race 
of his life to defeat the seasoned and superb¬ 
ly conditioned Linkage—^but it still wasn't 
his best race. 

That will come later when—^barring in¬ 
jury—this colt reaches that moment of com¬ 
plete readiness against which the best will 
try him and, in all probability, find that 
Aloma's Ruler is as good as they come, ex¬ 
cepting Conquistador Cielo (the truly re¬ 
markable colt who humiliated his adversar¬ 
ies in the Belmont Stakes) and Timely Writer 
and Deputy Minister ... in other words the 
real leaders of the class. □ 



June 1982 
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In the afterglow of Aloma's Ruler's Preak- 
ness win. Butch Lenzini was a far cry from 
recent winning Preakness trainers Johnny 
Campo and Bud Delp. He was quiet. 

Lenzini, 35, didn't overwhelm members of 
the press with quotes; he simply went about 
his job in workmanlike fashion. When in¬ 
terviewed after the race, he refused to knock 
his beaten rivals. 

Yet Butch did a masterful job of preparing 
Aloma's Ruler for the Preakness, successful¬ 
ly combining the elements of skill, timing 
and racing luck, though he frankly admitted 
that if it hadn't been for Nathan Scherr's 


desire to run Aloma's Ruler before the home¬ 
town crowd the horse never would have 
been entered. 

"Three tough races in 16 days is asking an 
awful lot of any horse," said Lenzini. "But 
Aloma's Ruler came through it all and hasn't 
lost a pound. He's one helluva horse." He 
added, in an unbridled display of confidence 
in his horse, "His Preakness demonstrated 
just how great he is. I stand in awe of him." 

What made Lenzini's accomplishment 
with Aloma's Ruler so spectacular was the 
fact that the colt had missed more than three 
months of racing this spring. After suffering 





a hairline fracture of the left front ankle fol¬ 
lowing a workout after the Bahamas Stakes 
(on January 27), which he won by a head, he 
was confined to his stall for three weeks. He 
did not race again until April 29. Daily Alo- 
ma's Ruler was tubbed in ice for as much as 
two hours at a time. Then he was given Bio¬ 
steogen (electronic therapy) treatments for 
several hours every day. TTie device, strap¬ 
ped to the horse's leg like an ace bandage, 
expedites healing by sending pulsating elec¬ 
trical currents to promote circulation. X-rays 
taken three weeks after the injury showed no 
signs of the fracture. 

During his convalescence Aloma's Ruler 
also received several injections of hyaluronic

acid (a natural animal product made from the 
combs of roosters) in the ailing ankle. Pre¬ 
scribed by Dr. William O. Reed, part-owner 
of ailing rival Timely Writer, hyaluronic acid 
helps lubricate and regenerate hssue and 
fluids when injected directly into a horse's 
joints. Soon the ankle returned to its normal 
size but not without difficulties. 

"He was very tender on it and unsure of 
himself the first day or two back in training," 
said Lenzini. "We took it real slow with him 
until we were confident he was healed. Then 
he began feeling like his old self again and 
once we breezed him he never looked back. 

"His races prior to the Preakness set him 
up perfectly. The prep race at Pimlico was a 
good tightener for the Withers, which 1 
thought he won easily. Right before the 
Preakness, 1 had never seen him better. 1 was 
surprised he paid as big a price as he did. 

"Looking back to February, 1 was willing 
to bet anything that he never would have 
come back as quick. He's overcome a lot of 
adversity." 

Lenzini has been training horses for 14 
years, ever since he dropped out of a pre-vet 
program at Kansas State in 1968 to join his 
father's stable at Bowie. John J. Lenzini Sr. 
and John Jr. worked side by side for a couple 
of years before Butch went out on his own on 
the New England circuit, not far from where 
he was bom in Rhode Island. 

"I won my share of races there," he said, 
"but the circuit was floundering so I decided 
to return." 

The Lenzini team had some banner years 
together, being nationally ranked by number 
of wins for 1974-77. In 1977 Butch was the 
seventh leading trainer nationally. He has 
been one of Maryland's best-kept secrets. 

Stakes horses like Prince Hagley, Contin¬ 
uous Count, Timothy's Champ and Moon¬ 
light Jig (early in her lengthy career) were 
conditioned by the Lenzinis. Undoubtedly 
the best horse they had was Royal Ski, win¬ 
ner of five stakes (two Grade I) and $309,704 
as one of the nation's finest 2-year-olds of 
1976. The following year he nearly died of an 
illness and never regained his form. 
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Lenzini continued 

"My father taught me a lot, not just about 
handling horses but about all the other 
things it takes to run a public stable," he 
said. "We had as many as 60 horses together 
at one time, which required dealing with a 
number of owners. It was very good experi¬ 
ence for me. 

"We talk on the phone almost every day, 
and I still ask him for advice. His standard 
reply is that I don't need his advice, but I like 
getting a second opinion from him. He's 
been helpful to me not just with Aloma's

Ruler but with all my horses. We're awfully 
close." 

Watching Lenzini with his horses it is 
clearly evident that he is a meticulous, hard¬ 
working horseman whose success comes 
from being thorough in his work. Although 
he employs 15 people to take care of his 
20-horse stable, when he wants something 
done in a precise way, he's likely to do it 
himself. 

Reflecting upon his Preakness victory with 
Aloma's Ruler, Lenzini said, "The entire day 
is still like a dream to me. I felt honored 
enough just to have a horse able to run in the 
race. But to win it? It really hasn't hit me 
yet." □

Contrary Rose Ends 
Distinguished Career

Contrary Rose, a filly which The Jockey 
Club was reluctant to register because of her 
strange markings, has been retired and is 
being bred this spring to ^Vaguely Noble 
after completing a racing career which netted 
$335,262. 

The 6-year-old daughter of Seat of Power 
and Kari Contrary ranks 13th on the list of 
all-time Maryland-bred money-winning fil¬ 
lies and mares and boasts among her 15 vic¬ 
tories four stakes wins. 

Rarely has a more oddly marked Thor¬ 
oughbred made an appearance on a North 
American track. 

Bred and raced by Alan S. Kline, Contrary 
Rose is by a bay stallion out of a nearly black 
mare. 

But she herself is a roan with four long 
stockings to the knees, a wide blaze that dips 


around both eyes—making her almost a 
bald-face. Her strawberry roan coat is liber¬ 
ally sprinkled with white hairs throughout 
her body. 

From the day of her birth. Contrary Rose 
was a source of ridicule. 

Many were the jokes about the Appaloosa 
teaser or the Indian pony somewhere in her 
pedigree. 

And when it came time to register her. The 
Jockey Club turned her down, saying that a 
mistake had to have been made somewhere 
along the line. 

But there had been no mistake, and, after 
many exchanges of letters and rolls of film, 
the registration was approved. Only thing 
was that the registrars described her color as 
chestnut "with scattered white hairs," in¬ 
stead of roan.

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Two years later when taken to the track 
and presented to the tattoo man for her lip 
identification number. Contrary Rose again 
underwent disbelieving scrutiny. 

The tattoo man flat out refused to accept 
her papers. 

So once again the ball was in The Jockey 
Club's court. 

Blood tests were made on the sire, dam 
and foal. . 

Although she was ready to run, her first 
start had to be postponed until the tests were 
completed. 

Eventually, The Jockey Club acknowl¬ 
edged that the foal was a daughter of her 
parents—because the blood tests couldn't 
prove otherwise. So, as a 3-year-old, Con¬ 
trary Rose made her first start in a $14,500 
claimer. She won that race by four and a half 
lengths and never again ran for a tag. 

Contrary Rose was foaled at Mr. Kline's 
Honey Acres Farm near Boyds. Her dam, 
Kari Contrary, had cost him $2,000 and was 
one of his first purchases upon entering the 
Thoroughbred business. 

Mr. Kline bred Kari Contrary to Mr. Bro- 
gann in 1972 and got the $75,191 winner 
Contrarv Brogue from that mating. The 
mare's second foal for Kline was the Aristo¬ 
cratic filly A Reason for Kari (winner of 
$2,100). Her third was Royal Consort's son 
Raise a Wind (unraced), and the fourth was 
Contrary Rose. A Reason for Kari, it should 
be noted, made only one start and was a 
winner of that race. 

Perhaps because of her odd markings. 
Contrary Rose always seemed to me to be 
underrated. 

Although she had her followers (ladies 
who could pick her out of the crowd), many 
seemed to have a problem looking past the 
color. She often went to the post at higher 
odds than her record would indicate and was 
occasionallv cut down by turf writers. 

In one of her earliest starts she was 
knocked into the rail, sustaining a bad shoul¬ 
der injurv. As a result she developed a habit

of refusing to come into the rail, usually rac¬ 
ing wide around turns and covering far more 
ground than her competitors. Always game- 
Iv competitive but also smart, she rarely won 
by flamboyant margins, doing just enough 
to get the job done and knowing when to 
pull up at the end. 

Most jockeys felt that they just went along 
for the ride. She was a pro. 

Even when she lost her rider with a bad 
stumble at the gate in the Tosmah Handicap 
in 1981, she circled the field on the turn, 
raced on to cross the finish line first, pulled 
herself up and trotted back to the winner's 
circle. 

Few people who saw her will forget her. 
She was unique; she was good. 

However, she moves on to her next career. 
Following an injury in the Distaff Handicap 
at Aqueduct in March, she has been retired. 
She has been bred to ^Vaguely Noble at 
Gainesway in Kentucky. We will watch with 
great anticipation not only the color of each 
foal as it arrives, but the records they may 
produce. □ 



Neem Tolley Ewing 
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Veiiay Successful 
As Public Trainer

Until last July, Filemon Veriay had hard¬ 
ly ever been to Maryland. 

For 12 years he worked as an assistant to 
some of the top trainers in the country— 
Angel Penna, Mack Miller and LeRoy Jol¬ 
ley—and ran horses almost exclusively in 
New York. 


About a year ago, however, Mr. Veriay 
made the decision to go out on his own. And 
in Maryland there happened to be a friend of 
a friend looking for a trainer. 

The 48-year-old native of Buenos Aires, 
Argentina (whose name is pronounced 
FILL-a-mon VERY-ay), has since put togeth¬ 
er one of the classiest public stables in the 
state. 


In his first nine months here, Mr. Veriay 
(or "Fil," as he is called by nearly everybody) 
won 28 races, including the $50,000 Geisha 
Handicap at Pimlico. 

He currently has about 30 horses, nearly 
all of which are at least allowance caliber, 
from eight different owners: Hilltop Stable, 
Mrs. Augustus Riggs IV, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Re tier, Mrs. Mary Erlanger, Alan Kline, 
Pamela Carroll, Dr. Herman Kossow and 
Gustave Ring. 

Not surprisingly, Mr. Veriay says he is 
planning to make Maryland his permanent 
home. 

"I feel comfortable here; I like the people 
and the purses are good. I am fortunate to 
have some very good owners," he comments. 


Mr. Veriay talks very fast, and occasion¬ 
ally his accent makes him downright incom¬ 
prehensible to the untrained ear. He is also 
an extremely personable man, with an aura 
of capability about him. It's possible to imag¬ 
ine Filemon Veriay successfully managing a 
large construction company, or serving as 
the captain of a cruise ship. 

In fact, he has worked with horses all his 
life. 

"My family lived close to the race track in 
Buenos Aires. They would send me off to 
school and I'd go to the race track and gallop 
horses instead. My father wanted me to go to 
the university and become a doctor or some¬ 
thing like that. As soon as my father died I 
quit school and started galloping horses all 
the time. I was 16 years old," recalls Veriay. 

His father, grandfather and great-grand¬ 
father all owned race horses, but no one in 
the family had ever trained or ridden profes¬ 
sionally until Filemon came along. 

For three generations the Veriay men had 
earned a living buying and selling cattle. 
Filemon describes his father's financial situa¬ 
tion as "good," although the family was not 
wealthy. 

Asked if he ever liked cows, the trainer 
scowls good-naturedly. 

He was actually brought up in the home of 
his mother's sister, his own mother having 
died one week after he was bom. Filemon's 
aunt lived in the city; his father lived on a 
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farm nearby, and he usually spent his week¬ 
ends there. 

'They thought it was funny I liked horses 
so much," Mr. Veriay says of his aunt's fam¬ 
ily. Although he had no brothers and sisters, 
he grew up with two cousins, who went on 
to become a dentist and a lawyer. 

After starting out as an exercise boy at the 
age of 16, Filemon bought a few horses for 
himself about two years later. "I never won 
one race," he admits. 

At the age of about 25 he branched out and 
began buying horses in Argentina and sell¬ 
ing them in Venezuela. The horses were 
bought with pesos in Argentina and sold for 
dollars in Venezuela. For ten years Mr. Veri¬ 
ay lived in Venezuela, ironically pursuing 
the same type of business with horses that 


his father had once been engaged in with 
cattle. 

Then his former schoolmate, Angel Penna, 
offered him a job in the United States. "All 
my life I wanted to come to the United 
States," explains Mr. Veriay, who is now in 
the process of applying for U.S. citizenship. 

"Argentina is 25 years behind the U.S. in 
racing—in the kinds of medicine they use, in 
organizing races. Here you have more 
speed; there they have more long distance 
races. In Argentina they have 20 or 22 horses 
in one race," he adds. 

Nothing that he learned in Argentina has 
helped him as a trainer here, maintains Mr.

Veriay. Instead, his three bosses all taught 
him their systems, and he has blended them 
together to make a system of his own. 

Sarah Carlson, an exercise girl who has 
worked for Veriay, describes his training as 
"New York style. He wants his horses very 
fit. He doesn't want to run tired horses and 
he doesn't like to see easy works. 

"Horses love the way this man trains. You 
look at his horses and they're all going good; 
none of them are hurting. He's a good horse¬ 
man who really does pay attention to every 
horse," she comments. 

Other observers have noted a great simi¬ 
larity in the style of Mr. Veriay and that of 
Angel Penna. Veriay was Penna's assistant 
trainer for four years, until Penna decided to 
move to France about eight years ago and 
Veriay elected to remain in this country. 

Veriay's subsequent job with Mack Miller 
lasted only one year. It was the same situa¬ 
tion: Mr. Miller was going to Aiken, S.C., 
and Veriay did not want to leave New York. 

LeRoy Jolley employed him as his assis¬ 
tant for the next seven years. Then Veriay's 
friend, the New York trainer Carlos Garcia, 
told him of the opening in Maryland. Last 
July Veriay took over nine horses for Gus¬ 
tave Ring and Dr. Kossow. 

Calling Mr. Veriay a "dependable gentle¬ 
man and a hard worker," Larry O'Brien, an 
owner of Hilltop Stable, says Veriay's long 
association with leading trainers was the 
main reason they decided to employ him. 

Mr. O'Brien reasons that Veriay took 12 
years to go out on his own because he "en¬ 
joyed what he was doing, and he was mak¬ 
ing a good living. He wasn't anxious to get 
out on his own. Of course there comes a time 
when everybody feels like it's time to have 
their own business. But there are a lot of 


problems you don't have when you're work¬ 
ing for somebody else." 

Hilltop Stable owns the greatest propor¬ 
tion of Veriay's stable, but his star performer 
is Mrs. Riggs' 4-year-old filly Zvetlana, 
which won the Geisha. Since Veriay began 
training her last November, Zvetlana has 
made eight starts. She has won five races 
and placed third and fourth in two stakes in 
addition to the Geisha. 

Showing a visitor a container of the vita¬ 
min supplement he feeds his horses, Veriay 
points to the price tag which is still on the 
can—$247.60. 

It's his way of explaining that he does not 
cut comers. 

His operation employs 12 people, and he 
is regarded as a strict disciplinarian. 

As intense as he is about his work, Veriay 
has little time for anything else. He was di¬ 
vorced 16 years ago, and has two grown 
children living in Argentina. Gustavo, 22, is 
an engineer in Buenos Aires; Lucy, 19, is 
married to a man in the optical business. 
Lucy visited her father in February and plans 
to come back in July. 

"She loves horses," he says, "and wants 
to gallop for me but I no like her to work with 
horses because people on the track are funny 
people, you know." 

The trainer lives alone in an apartment in 
Laurel. His hobbies are listening to music 
(modern music) and cooking. 

Every once in a while he invites the stable 
help in for a home-cooked meal. 

"I've never seen anything like it," relates 
an exercise girl. "There will be four kinds of 
salad, chichen and steak . . . That's the way 
he does things." □

Fine Arts Galleiy 
Opens In Monkton

In northern Baltimore county, a cluster of 
lovely old brick buildings is situated along¬ 
side the Gunpowder river. This is the town 
of Monkton. Many who drive through barely 
acknowledge its existence but if they take the 
time, they will see the rebirth of a unique 
community. 

Records indicate that around the turn of 
the century the now rusty and overgrown 
railroad tracks provided a weekend escape to 
the country for Baltimoreans. The train de¬ 
posited its passengers across from the 30- 
room Monkton Hotel and general store, 
from which guests could take riverside 
strolls or buggy rides to other destinations. 

The train, however, was discontinued and 
the hotel closed. The building was used for a 
general store, post office and apartments un¬ 
til 1977, when it was bought and restored by 
David and Jean Fulton as a home and studio 
space. 

During the hotel's heyday, a two-story 
building across the road served as town hall. 
More recently it was a plant shop with living 
quarters for the proprietor. 

Things changed for the building this past 
April when a sign outside announced 
"MARYLAND FINE ARTS" and another say¬ 
ing "ANTIQUES" appeared in a window. 

An art gallery in the middle of the Mary¬ 
land boondocks? 

Such skepticism means little to Lizzie Mer- 
ryman Smith, for whom this is the fulfill¬ 
ment of a lifelong dream. A painter in her 
own right, Lizzie's experience in fine arts 
extends from studying in Paris and 17 sum¬ 
mers of painting and picnicking with good 
friend Trafford Klotts (renowned and now 
deceased painter), to being curator of the 
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National Museum of Sport in N.Y.C. and 
arranging numerous shows. But opening 
her own gallery has always been foremost in 
her mind. 

Christmas '81 presented Lizzie with the 
opportunity she had awaited. While making 
a holiday visit to niece Katy Voss, she en¬ 
countered Eleanor Weller and Molly Brent 
Lucas. They had been renting space in the 
old Monkton Hotel for an antique shop, and 
mentioned that they were about to purchase 
the building across the street. They would 
have space available; would Lizzie be inter¬ 
ested? One thing led to another. On April 10 
the Maryland Fine Arts Gallery had an im¬ 
pressive and well-attended opening of origi¬ 
nal sporting paintings, sculpture, prints and 
photographs. 

Lizzie, as she surveyed the gallery which 
occupies the second floor, enthusiastically 
declared, "This is exactly what I want! 

"I wouldn't be here without the encour¬ 
agement and support of my nieces and 
nephews; they all volunteered their services 
to get the place cleaned up in a very short 
time—the walls painted, the floors cleaned 
and polished and the show hung." 

She collected the gallery's inventory with 
the help of 27-year-old Achsah O'Donovan, 
who is Lizzie's partner, treasurer and book¬ 
keeper. 

"Achsah has studied at Christie's; she 
loves art, sport, horses and Maryland. I 
think that's a good reason to have her as 
partner!" 

Ray Benson, a Master of Fine Arts, occu¬ 
pies the rear of the gallery with a print and 
frame shop. He also has a frame shop in 
Hereford. He recalls, "She (Lizzie) walked 
into my shop and said, 'I'm opening a gallery 
and I want you to do the framing.' I had

wanted a gallery of limited edition sporting 
prints, so it seemed like a good idea." 

Ray plans to specialize in this kind of art, 
with considerable Chesapeake Bay influ¬ 
ence. His current inventory includes signed 
works by Richard Stone Reeves, Louis Led- 
yard, Frank Voss, Peter Keating and Paul 
McGehee. Also displayed are duck stamp 
and turkey stamp limited editions as well as 
photographic art by Cappy Jackson and Alan 
Shaeffer. The shop has original hooked rugs 
by Frances McAdoo and Allison and Pamela 
Kellet. 

The main gallery contains original oils, 
watercolors and sketches by renowned art¬ 
ists Michael Lyne and Paul Brown. Also on 
display are works by Franklin Jones, Janet 
Goswell, Jill Dodson, Louis Ledyard, Hal 
Bowman, Richard Hoffman, Priscilla Men- 
zies, Lee Townsend and Ernest Chinacka; 
South African art by Paul Wiles and Patricia 
Vaughan are also being shown. 

Of special note are the fine sculptures in 
bronze.

nian, is represented by sensitive animal 
sculpture and renditions of hunters and 
jumpers.

The gallery is scheduled to hold month¬ 
long individual shows beginning in Septem¬ 
ber.

In October, Lizzie hopes to exhibit the 
work of Larry Wheeler, a local artist from 
Glencoe, Md. With an M.F. A. from the Balti¬ 
more Institute of Art, his portraiture and 
horse paintings have been described as 
"romantic realism." 

In November there will be an exhibit of 
Peter Hanks' waterfowl paintings. 

"We want to be constantly changing, rear¬

Fair HiU's 
Prosperity

handsome bay gelding from France 
and a timber horse with his own masseur 
were the stars when Fair Hill's spring meet¬ 
ing opened on the next to the last Saturday in 
May. With the race committee offering purses 
comparable to those at major flat tracks, 
horsemen responded enthusiastically. En¬ 
tries in the maiden races were so numerous 
that they had to be split. In fact, the only sour 
note on this first of two racing dates was the 
weather, which was wet and unexpectedly 
cold for springtime in Maryland. 

Featured on the program was the Prince of 
Wales Trophy, a steeplechase won by Bev¬ 
erly Steinman's L'Heureux, a gelding she 
bought in France from trainer Alec Head. By 
Riverman out of La Melancolie, the 4-year- 
old has lived up to his name, proving to be a 
happy choice for this lady from Lancaster, 
Pa., who is one of steeplechasing's staunch¬ 
est supporters. L'Heureux has won all his 
three starts over fences and at Fair Hill took 
home his share of the $15,000 purse plus a 
silver perpetual trophy donated by H.R.H. 
Prince Charles.

"He usually likes to come from behind," 
said Doug Fout of Middleburg, his rider in 
each of his victories. "But today he was feel¬ 
ing good and he took off with me." Trained 
by Doug's father Paul, L'Heureux spurted 
into the lead at the ninth brush after Joe 
Gillet had set the pace on Hugh J. O'Dono- 
van's On Maneuvers. L'Heureux was fol¬ 
lowed closely by Foxbrook Farm's Timoney 
with Joy Carrier, but drew away over the last 
three jumps to win by eight lengths. Mean¬ 
while, Mrs. John C. Hopewell's Running 
Comment, whom Joey Ruhsam had re¬ 
mounted after being dumped before the 
start, overtook Timoney to finish second. 

In this day of drugs and electrotherapy, 
massage seems an unusual training tech¬ 
nique, but Jack Meagher was called in from 
Boston to perform this service for Road to 
Freedom. Meagher also attends the United 
States Equestrian Team horses stabled in 
Hamilton, Mass., where owners Peter S. 
Thompson and Russell Qark bought the 7- 
year-old gelding about a year ago. 

Mr. Clark, a stockbroker who is Master of 
Myopia Hunt, explained, "When Peter was 
here about a year ago, we visited the team's 
headquarters and saw Road to Freedom. We 
bought him on the spur of the moment, you 
might say. I brought Jack down to Fair Hill to 
massage Road to Freedom because it makes 
horses feel so relaxed, and I feel they run 
better." 

Road to Freedom won the James Stump 
Memorial, a three-mile timber race over 17 
fences. Nine trotted over the deep grass to 
the start at the far end of the course and were 
away briskly. Coupled with Road to Free¬ 
dom was Mr. Thompson's Shy Donald, a 
grey gelding ridden by Bill Chewning. Easily 
spotted through the mist against the green 
grass, he led the others over the first fences, 
pursued closely first by Pick a Repeater with 
Charles C. Fenwick Jr. and then by Edward 
Halle Jr., owner/rider of Little Macoose. 
Four fences from the finish. Buzz Hannum 
made his move, taking Road to Freedom to 
the front where he stayed despite a great 
second effort by Shy Donald at the next to 
last fence. He rallied briefly but in the stretch 
Shy Donald was unable to withstand a rush 
by Speedy Smithwick on Irvin Naylor's 
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Among field taking first jump in West Grove 
steeplechase are Brother Frog (8), Davids 
Knight (7), Zeo Mario (6), Buddy's Robin (2).

Fabulous Time is a grand looking bay geld¬ 
ing. Those who doubted that anything this 
handsome could run got their answer quick¬ 
ly when Bill Martin hustled Fabulous Time in 
front at the fifth brush and kept him there for 
the rest of the two and three-sixteenths miles 
to win by ten lengths. Bemie Houghton was 
second on Nancy Sweet-Escott's Noble Bay 
II and Doug Fout third with Margaret 
White's Dery Rumroe. Afterwards Bill Mar¬ 
tin said, "The soft going may have helped 
him because he has leg troubles." □ 

Young women riders dominated the sec¬ 
ond day of racing at Fair Hill, with Toinette 
Jackson and Joy Carrier winning the featured 
races and Joey Ruhsam and Liz McKnight 
capturing lesser ones. Warmed by a hot sun. 
Fair Hill was at its loveliest, the thick green 
grass providing a lush carpet for racing. A 
crowd of almost 16,000 filled the stands and 
formed long lines at the mutuel windows. 

On Mrs. Michael Sanger's Uncle Edwin, 
Toinette won the National Steeplechase, 
which had a purse of $20,000. Coming from 
off the pace, she made her move at the 
eleventh of 15 brush jumps, caught Doug 
Fout on Mrs. Jesse Henley's A1 Arof, and 
went on to win by eight lengths. 

"I hadn't ridden him since last fall," she 
said afterwards. "And I hadn't planned on 
getting in front quite that early, but when he 
gets rolling, he gets bolder and bolder." Bold 
he was, indeed, demolishing the Jonathan 
Sheppard-trained triple entry of Double

Reefed, Quiet Bay and Pestamystic. Double 
Reefed, John Cushman up, and Quiet Bay 
with Mark Stickley rallied, then galloped 
along in Uncle Edwin's wake to finish sec¬ 
ond and third. 

Mrs. Sanger, who owns five-time cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred jumper Inkslinger, ex¬ 
plained that she bought Uncle Edwin when 
he was a 3-year-old from his breeder, Mrs. 
Dot Smith wick of Virginia. He is trained by 
Mike Smith wick of Hydes (Md.) and usually 
ridden by their son Speedy, who couldn't 
make the 150-pound assignment so Toinette 
substituted. 

Third on the first day at Fair Hill in the 
Prince of Wales Trophy over brush, the bay 
gelding Timoney did a quick change act and 
coverted to timber for the second and final 
Fair Hill program. With Joy Carrier again up, 
he won the Foxcatcher Steeplechase by 30 
lengths. Joy explained, "It was his first race 
over timber, and he was a little green. He 
took out a few rails, but we also made use of 
the holes in the fences created by others. We 
almost fell at the next to last when he tried to 
duck out, but I snagged him and he straigh¬ 
tened out." 

With a purse of $10,000, the Foxcatcher 
was the richest timber race in Maryland. 
Nine other jumpers challenged Timoney, 
the field including winners Beech Prince, 
Sam Son of a Gun, Hamid, Shy Donald and 
Spartan River. However, it was Foreign 
Warrior, Mark McMillan up, who set the 
early pace, closely followed by Shy Donald 
and Bill Chewning. When Joy cut loose 
Timoney after the tenth fence he overtook 
both easily and won by a country mile. 
Hamid, repeating his role on opening day, 
was second. Shy Donald held on gamely for 
third place. 

Placings in this race were important be¬ 
cause it was the final one in the Maryland 
Timber Championship, a series that in¬ 
cluded the My Lady's Manor, John Rush 
Streett Memorial, Grand National, Benjamin 
Murray Memorial, Maryland Hunt Cup and 
James Stump Memorial. To be eligible in the

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open division, horses had to compete in 
three and, in the novice, a horse must not 
have won a NSHA-sanctioned race prior to 
January 1, 1982, and had to compete in two 
events. Those who remained in contention in 
the open division at this time were Beech Prince 
and Sam Son of a Gun while Road to Free¬ 
dom, Pick a Repeater and Shy Donald were 
finalists in the novice division. The $4,000 
novice award from USF&G went to Road to 
Freedom by virtue of his winning perform¬ 
ance in the James Stump. Open champion 
and winner of a $6,000 award was Beech 
Prince, who finished second in the Hunt 
Cup and Grand National and beat Sam in the 
Foxcatcher. Like a winning hand in poker. 
Beech Prince's two seconds and a fifth top¬ 
ped Sam's first in My Lady's Manor, fourth 
in the Hunt Cup and sixth in the Foxcatcher. 
Awards were presented after the Foxcatcher 
in front of the stands. 

Another repeat winner at Fair Hill was 
Eddie Houghton's Give a Whirl, who prep- 
ped for his win in the Icee maiden hurdle 
race by winning a flat race the first day. In 
addition, to his share of a $6,000 purse, the 
winner received two stuffed Icee bears, pre¬ 
sented by the bear himself. Bemie Hough¬ 
ton, the owner's nephew, rode the 5-year-

old gelding and he said after the race, "Give 
a V\^irl never could win when he raced on 
the flat, but he likes the grass. He didn't 
jump well in the first part of the race. When I 
got him up there, he had plenty left." 

Mrs. Henrv R.C. Elser's Flasher also fol¬ 
lowed up his winning performance on open¬ 
ing day with another on Memorial Day in the 
Tri State, leading from start to finish. One 
maiden steeplechase went to Kirkwood 
Farm's Triple Stitch, ridden by Joey Ruhsam, 
and the other to Mrs. Lewis C. Murdock's 
Smoke Rise with Gregg Morris. There were 
many falls in this race, the most serious be¬ 
ing that of Jeremy Church and Brother Frog, 
who was humanely destroyed after he 
crashed through the outside rail on a turn. 
Mrs. Miles Valentine's Henry's Theme and 
Gregg Morris won one flat race while Liz 
Mcl^ight on her husband Turney's Red In¬ 
vader captured the other. "Didn't she just 
have a baby?" asked a spectator. With a son 
just three months old, Liz was remarkably 
fit. □ 
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An Era Ends With 
Yancey Christmas

J • Yancey Christmas, one of Maryland's 
most colorful trainers, died last month at age 
87. He was the lone survivor of four Christ¬ 
mas brothers who at one time trained some 
of the nation's finest race horses. Their only 
sister, Rhoda Christmas Bowling, was also a 
trainer and later a newspaperwoman. She is 
retired and lives in Upper Marlboro, Md. 

Interviewed bv the editor of this magazine 
in 1978, Mr. Christmas, who was then an 
active trainer, gave a vivid account not only 
of American racing in a bygone era but also 
of himself and his character. 

Excerpts from that storv about Mr. Christ¬ 
mas (The Maryland Horse, May 1978) fol¬ 
low; 

J. Yancey Christmas is an old man who 
walks on two canes. 

Right now he has three horses. Gone are 
the vears of Rough Time, Rough Pass, 
Lady's Maid and 32-horse stables. 

His voice remains strong, his opinions 
stronger. 

After 65 vears as a trainer, he's convinced 
that there are few honest people in the world 
"and hardly a damned one of them is in 
racing. 

"You know, Key-arter," he recentlv re¬ 
marked to this writer, "if I had a million 
dollars there's only one goddamned man in 
the whole world that I'd let sleep with it 
under his pillow. That man's Janon Fisher." 

Like Fisher (a former president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association), 
Yancey has devoted his life to horse racing. 
"I've had bad stables that turned into good 
ones, and good ones that turned into bad 
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ones. I've helped a couple horses improve, 
and I've ruined a couple of good ones." 

As the oldest of the remarkable Christmas 
clan, Yancey is proud of the fact that it was 
he who led them all into racing. He was 17 
vears old when he saddled his first winner at 
Timonium. Later his three brothers (B. 
Frank, Donelson and Edward) were to be¬ 
come trainers as was also his only sister 
(Rhoda). 

In the next generation, two of Frank's sons 
(William G. and the late Frank D.) took out 
trainers' licenses. Frank's daughter (Bettv 
Jane) is an owner-breeder as is Donelson's 
son (Donelson, Jr.). Ed's daughter (Kitsi) is 
in the horse insurance business. 

How did it all start? What was the lure that 
hooked all of these Christmases on horse 
racing? 

They were raised on a farm in Southern 
Maryland near Upper Marlboro. Their father 
was from North Carolina. His father (also 
named J. Yancey Christmas) had been a 
Confederate general. 

Yancey got his first horse from a Washing¬ 
ton livery stable. 

"Horse's name was Ahara," recalls Christ¬ 
mas. "A bookmaker and butcher named 
Sweeney owned him. Sweeney ran up a $60 
board bill with Dr. Bosley (owner of the liv¬ 
ery stable). So Dr. Boslev (a veterinarian) 
took the horse and sold him at auction. I 
bought him for $60. That's how it all started. 

"I made a kind of track beside our corn¬ 
field. Dragged out a right nice place. I used to 
gallop him up and down, up and down. 
When I thought he was ready I shipped him 
to Salisbury (on Maryland's Eastern Shore) 
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where they had running races and trotting 
races both. Got friendly over there with an 
old man named Todd and a young boy 
named Hayes Brown. (Hayes Brown, a 
former trainer, is today the stall man for 
Laurel race course.) Terrible storm came up. 
Washed out the track. So Todd and Brown 
and me got our horses on a train and went to 
Timonium. That was 1914—back when 
Maryland was Maryland." 

Then came World War I. 

Yancey went into the cavalry. "But be¬ 
cause I handled horses so much better than 
the other soldiers, they reassigned me to the 



veterinary corps." The vet corps was at¬ 
tached to the field artillery at Camp Knox in 
Kentucky. 

"We used to ride out into those hills and 
pick up our whisky," says Christmas. "We 
were all set to go to Antwerp when the flu 
epidemic hit. Guvs started dying like flies. 
Coffins were stacked as high as that ceiling. 

"That's when a friend of mine named Pat¬ 
rick O'Sullivan from East Boston saved my 
life. I got the flu, and they thought I had 
died. O'Sullivan came to my bed and saw the 
sheet pulled up over my face. 

"He says he took a mirror and polished it 
on his pants. Then he held it in front of my 
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face. It got a little blurred. So he uncorks a 
bottle out of his hip pocket and with a drop at 
a time gave me that moonshine. Then he 
called for a doctor and had me hauled out on 
the porch. 

"O'Sullivan said a Methodist preacher 
came by and asked if he could help. O'Sulli¬ 
van told him: 'If vou can do any good, get at 
it.'" 

Yancey still isn't certain that the preacher 
did much for him. But as for Patrick O'Sulli¬ 
van, he's convinced that he owes him his 
life. 

"First good horse I had was The Ally. 
Bought him at an auction sale at Bowie from 
Marty Cranford for $52. Won 15 or 20 races 
with him. Funny thing about that horse was 
that whenever vou saw him prick his ears in 
the stretch, you'd know he had them beat. 
Never once pricked his ears that he didn't 
win." 

Yancey's first stake horse came after his 
marriage in 1927 to Betty Bowman. (Yancey 
and Betty had one child, a son who died at age 
7. Mrs. Christmas survives her late husband.) 

"My brother Dick (Donelson's nickname) 
and I inherited a part of Mount Airy in Ros- 
aryville (Md.) from an aunt. It was 265 acres. 
I got the most acres, but Dick got the best 
land. Today, it's a historic place. They 
turned it into a park for ragamuffins. 

"So for this farm, I needed some brood¬ 
mares. I bought a mare named Sand Trap 
(who was in foal to ’^Light Brigade) from Syl¬ 
vester Labrot for $500. Labrot was trying to 
encourage horse breeding in Maryland. So 
he sold a lot of expensive stock to Maryland¬ 
ers at a cheap price." 

The mare produced the following spring a 
filly named Bay Ordy who never raced. 
Christmas bred her back that year (1933) to 
Grand Time. From that mating came Rough 
Time, winner of eight stakes, including the 
Fall Highweight Handicap. 

Rough Time was the first of many horses 
bred by Christmas to have the word "rough" 
in their names. 

What is the significance of the word? 

"Well," explains Yancey, "there was this 
young vet named (John D.) Gadd who took a 
course in worming horses with a tube. 
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Yancey Christmas continued 

Rough Time was an unnamed weanling 
when he came to my farm with his god¬ 
damned tube. Gadd pours this stuff down 
the tube and damned near kills my colt. The 
poor little bastard ran round and round the 
field, hooting and hollering. Gadd damned 
near burned his insides up. 

"So since that poor little colt had such a 
rough time, I gave him that name. Later 
named my farm after him, too." 

(Editor's note: When asked about this inci¬ 
dent last month. Dr. Gadd confirmed the 
fact that Rough Time had been burned by the 
worm medicine, but stated that the problem 
was caused by oil administered by Christmas 
following Gadd's treatment. The oil, he said, 
resulted in too rapid absorption of the carbon 
disulfide.) 

Rough Time was a gelding. "If I hadn't cut 
him, he wouldn't have been worth a quar¬ 
ter." 

Placing in a stake at 2, Rough Time went 
on to become one of the best handicappers of 
the late 1930's. "I turned down $50,000 for 
him," recalls Yancey, "and in his next start 
he breaks down. I had him insured for 
$10,000 so I called up Betty and asked wheth¬ 
er I should put him down. She says: 'You 
send that horse home, I don't care whether 
you come home yourself or not.' " 

Dr. Harold M. Lewis flew to Maryland 
from New Hampshire to examine Rough 
Time and treat the leg fracture. Later, Duke 
Montour made special shoes for the horse. 

"I gave him a year off," says Christmas. 
"Then brought him back to race four more 
years. He wound up with a record of 116 
starts and 27 wins. But after the fracture, he 
wasn't a stake horse." 

After Rough Time there was Wee Lad. 

"Bought a mare named Hag Trick off 
Maxie Hirsch. Bob Castle (partner with Wil¬ 
liam L. Brann) wanted Flag Trick to breed. So 
I swapped her to him for Wee Lad. He set a 
track record at Hot Springs for me but broke 
down in the Arkansas Derby." (Yancey's 
youngest brother, Ed, was in for half of the 
earnings on Flag Trick and Wee Lad. "He 
needed the money for his schooling," recalls 
Christmas.) 

Next came Rough Pass. 
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"Bought him as a yearling in 1938 from 
Sterling Clark. Sale was at the 110th Field 
Artillery's Armory in Pikesville. Paid $275. 
He turned out to be as fast as Rough Time 
and could run twice as far. 

"He win two stakes for me as a 2-year-old, 
but his best that year was a second-place 
finish to Bimelech in the Pimlico Futurity. 
After that race, I thought I had a Derby colt. 

"Went to Hot Springs for the winter to 
train. The winter books were getting a lot of 
money on him for the Derby. So A1 Capone's 
brother-in-law, fellow named Denemark, 
arranged to get him poisoned. They hired 
one of my grooms named Charles (Feeney) 
Franklin. VV^en Feeney was dying years la¬ 
ter he came to me and told me he had done it. 
Right in front of me, he cried like a baby. 

"Well Feeney didn't kill my horse. Just 
took him out of the Derby. For six weeks 
after he poisoned him. Rough Pass stood in 
his stall without moving. I'm telling you that 
poor sonofabitch couldn't even bat an eye! 
He was paralyzed. Dr. Finch and me fed him 
with a tube three times a day—milk, eggs, 
brandy, olive oil, oatmeal mulch, that sort of 
thing." 
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But bv the fall of that year (1940), Rough 
Pass was back in action. On November 5 he 
won Pimlico's Riggs Handicap, posting a 
S76.80 mutuel. 

Tremendously encouraged by his horse's 
comeback, Christmas put Rough Pass on a 
train for California and the S100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap—at that time America's 
richest horse race. 

The race (589,360 to the winner) attracted 
Challedon, Mioland, Royal Crusader, Can't 
Wait, Fairy Chant, Porter's Cap and ten 
others. The winner was Bay View at 58-to-l. 
Rough Pass finished eleventh, Challedon 
fourteenth in the 16-horse field. 

"The track was muddv," explains Yancey, 
"and Rough Pass couldn't stand up in the 
mud." 

Retired after winning 16 of 74 starts. 
Rough Pass went to stud at Rough Time 
Farm. Standing mostly as a private stallion, 
the son of ’^Bv-Pass 11 and ’^Ephvre never 
achieved prominence as a progenitor. 

In Yancey's opinion, there was only one 
other good horse to come into his bam. That 
was Lady's Maid, owned and bred bv Mrs. 
George Brown. 

A foal of 1957, Lady's Maid was bv Proph¬ 
ets Thumb out of Mermaid (the latter being a 
half-sister to Citation). As a 3-year-old 
Lady's Maid won Delaware Park's Kent 
Stakes and also set a Delaware Park mile and 
a sixteenth track record of 1:41%. 

"She could have been a great one," savs 
Christmas, "but I messed her up. At one 
time I thought she was as good as Gallorette." 

And with Gallorette (trained by brother 
Edward A. Christmas), Yancey was no 
stranger. She was a headstrong terror when 
Ed got her as a 2-year-old (in 1944). In fact, 
the champion mare (winner of $445,535) was 
so impossible to train that Ed went to Yancey 
for advice. "Together," says Yancey, "we 
straightened her out." 

Thinking back to those days of great men 
and great horses, Yancey observes, "Those 

Although he required two canes 
to get around, Yancey was still training 
a couple of horses four years ago. 
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Challengers were easy to train if vou knew 
how to train them." Gallorette was, of 
course, a daughter of’^Challenger IT 

"The stable help was great then too," says 
Christmas. "Those grooms were devoted to 
their horses. Why I remember once when I 
lost a horse in a claiming race, his groom quit 
me to go with the man who claimed my 
horse. It wasn't that he wanted to change 
bosses—he just wanted to be with his horse." 

But there was also charity. 

"I remember once in Cuba I helped out a 
man who was broke. He had a beautiful 
wife. Miss Detroit or something like that. 
Anyhow, I gave this guy some money. I had 
heard that he was a member of a mob and 
that he was on the lam, but to me he was just 
a guv who was down and needed help. 

"So after the racing's over in Cuba and we 
get back to Florida, this fellow is on his feet 
again. I'm standing there at the rail at Hia¬ 
leah one morning when he walks up beside 
me. Meek looking fellow. Talked as mild as a 
preacher. 

"He leans his elbows on the rail and gets 
up close to me. First he tells me how much he 
appreciates what I did for him in Cuba. Then 
he savs, 'Christmas, if you want anybody 
rubbed out, it won't cost vou a nickel.' 

"That made me laugh. I started thinking of 
the guvs I could do without. But I just said to 
him: 'Right now I can't think of a single per¬ 
son.' " 

Obviously, Yancev used great restraint in 
not naming a steward or race track general 
manager. His arguments with officialdom 
will forever be a part of race track legend. 

But despite his temper and his propensity 
for rough talk, Yancey is also a humanitarian 
with an easy pocketbook to reach. 

It was because he missed seeing a fellow 
trainer at Pimlico one morning in the early 
1940's (the trainer went to Yancey's barn but 
he wasn't at the track that dav), that the 
broke (but smartly dressed) man returned to 
his Havre de Grace hotel and fatally shot 
himself. 

"That got me to thinking," savs Christ¬ 
mas. "Whv should a man who's worked 
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Yancey Christmas conhnued 

hard all his life as a trainer wind up broke? So 
broke that he kills himself." 

Christmas mulled over the problem and 
discussed it with his friends. 

From that came the founding of the Mary¬ 
land Horsemen's Protective Association— 
later to become the Maryland division of the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

"We did some good," says Yancey. 
"There was John Manfuso, W.W. Vaughn, 
Alfred Paul, Doc Jones, Jim Belk and Cleve 
Skinker in the group. 

"We went on strike at Laurel. All we 
wanted was toilets and electric lights. Don't 
tell me about race track management—they'll 
give you a biscuit anytime for a barrel of 
flour. 

"So they didn't give us the toilets and the 
electric lights. That's when we called the 
strike. I remember this friend of mine said he 
was gonna run anvwav. I told him: 'You do 
and I'll break your goddamned arm.' It was a 
pretty good strike. Didn't last long, and we 
got what we went after." 

Right now Yancey's most pressing desire 
is a blood test for all horses before they race. 
He is totally convinced that Maryland's lead¬ 
ing trainers are using a drug not available to 
others. 


"All I want is for everybody to be even. If 
they had a blood test here like they do in 
New York, then nobody would have an edge. 

"You don't need to be a good trainer to 
have a good horse. A loaded shotgun is dan¬ 
gerous in anybody's hand. But I know that 
bad trainers can't win most of the races—un¬ 
less thev're using something that other peo¬ 
ple don't have. 

"A blood test. That's the answer. 

"Hell, I'm not asking this because of my 
own horses. I'm finished. I'm asking it for 
the game itself. It's the young trainers who 
need help." 

As for J. Yancey Christmas, he has never 
wanted or tolerated assistance. 

Not knowing the character of this man, an 
observ^er watched with distress a few 
months ago as Yancev inched across the 
paddock at Laurel on his canes, tilting for¬ 
ward at a 45-degree angle as he advanced. 

"Need anv help, Yancev?" asked the con¬ 
cerned horseman. 

"Nope," replied Christmas, his eyes firm- 
Iv on the ground (the only thing he could see 
from his awkward position). 

"Looks like that's a tough wav to travel," 
persisted the observer. 

Yancev's tw^o-word replv spoke volumes. 

All he said, was: "Beats crawling." □

Horse Industry Committee on Legislation and Taxation 


WHAT IS COLT 

COLT is a political action committee formed by the 
American Horse Council to involve horsemen and 
horsewomen in the political process. COLT solicits 
voluntary contributions from individuals to assist 
selected candidates for public office who are genuinely 
interested in the problems of the horse industry and 
who will work to solve those problems. 

WHO MANAGES COLT 

While COLT was structured by the American Horse 
Council, it is. nonetheless, a separate organization. 
AHC's Board of Trustees supervises and controls its 
affairs. The Board includes representatives of the 
major segments of the horse world. COLT operates out 
of AHC’s headquarters in Washington. D.C. and the 
AHC staff manages its day-to-day activities. 

WHY IS COLT NEEDED 

Since its formation in 19B9. the American Horse Council 
has attempted to gain broad support in Congress for 
issues affecting the horse industry. In order to work 
more closely with Congress and to establish a strong 
industry identity on Capitol Hill, an organized system 
for making contributions to candidates is extremely 
necessary. COLT was formed to collect funds from 
many individuals who ordinarily may or may not donate 
to political campaigns, and distribute these funds from 
one source, thereby giving the industry as a whole 
recognition for political action. 

WHO WILL RECEIVE COLT CONTRIBUTIONS 

Candidates will be chosen based on their knowledge 
of matters affecting the industry, their record on past 
issues, their willingness to work with us and their 
desire to achieve industry goals. COLT contributions 
will be bipartisan. The focus of COLT’s efforts will be 
on federal elections to lay a good foundation for 
legislative success on the national level. 

HOW DOES COLT COMPLY WITH FEDERAL LAW 

Federal law authorizes associations such as the AHC 
to establish political action committees for the purpose 
of contributing to the election campaigns of candidates 
for federal, state and local office. All contributions 
will be handled as provided by federal law. and the 
necessary disclosures will be made in compliance 
with Federal Election Commission regulations.

The President's Reply 




In the May 29 issue of the Daily Racing 
Form, Fasig-Tipton saw fit to run a full-page 
ad aimed at ''clearing the air" with respect 
to various supposed problems between 
their organization and the MHBA. 

The ad conveys the impression that there 
is some sort of struggle going on in Mary¬ 
land. There is. But the real one is not be¬ 
tween the MHBA and Fasig-Tipton. It is 
between status quo and progress. 

As the management of Fasig-Tipton is 
well aware, numerous conversations took 
place between our two organizations dur¬ 
ing the past several years, on the subject of 
the relatively flat trend in the Maryland 
sales picture and what to do about it. These 
discussions took place in a friendly and co¬ 
operative atmosphere. Fasig-Tipton's 
management was always quite candid 
about the fact that Maryland had gradually 
become a market of relatively lower impor¬ 
tance to them, particularly in view of the 
dramatic increase in the volume of their 
Kentucky business. 

A number of different approaches to im¬ 
proving the Maryland situation were dis¬ 
cussed, most of which involved a continua¬ 
tion of the existing partnership. In the final 
analysis, however, it became apparent to 
and was the judgment of the MHBA's 
Board of Directors that the best opportunity 
to create progress was to form a new part¬ 
nership with an organization that was fo¬ 
cusing all its attention on Maryland and the 
region surrounding it. 

As a result, the MHBA did form a new 
partnership with the Maryland Sales 
Agency. The decision was not made 
abruptly, and it was made without any ani¬ 
mosity toward our partner of 30 years. But 
it was made. 
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The bookkeeping details to which Fasig- 
Tipton referred in its ad are part of the 
necessarv housekeeping involved in the 
termination of a partnership. This can be 
aggravating to both sides, but it is not fair to 
say that the MHBA never requested a final 
accounting. It was initially done, as things 
had normally been done, by a phone call. 
Lack of response over several months 
eventuallv led to more formal requests. 
This will soon all be settled in a businesslike 
wav and the books will be closed. 

Fasig-Tipton referred in its ad to sup¬ 
posed reports from unknown sources that 
the company would soon be pulling out of 
Maryland. Fasig-Tipton is run by business¬ 
men who base their decisions on business 
factors, not on emotion. Whether they con¬ 
tinue in Maryland after 1983, which they 
imply they will, is clearly a decision which 
will not be based on rumors. Furthermore, 
it has never been the position of the MHBA, 
formally or informally, that Fasig-Tipton's 
departure would be desirable. We are far 
more interested in the progress of the 
state's industry than in that of the Associa¬ 
tion, or even of any particular sales com¬ 
pany. 

Our early analysis is that, since the 
change, things are picking up. We feel 
some momentum building. Maryland has a 
great horse heritage. We want to get off the 
plateau, however, and start climbing up 
the mountain. If Fasig-Tipton wants to help 
make it happen, fine. This seems more im¬ 
portant than worrying about who ought to 
apologize to whom.

Hound Pups 
Make Debut 
In Show Ring

Foxhounds from Goshen, Antietam and 
Howard County hunts gained champion¬ 
ships at the seventh annual Maryland Fox¬ 
hounds Show. Held each year at a different 
club, the show for unentered foxhounds 
(young dogs and bitches who have not yet 
joined a pack) took place early in May at the 
Howard County Hunt near Triadelphia 
road. Judges were Richard B. Harris, MFH of 
Huntingdon Valley Hunt of Pennsylvania, 
and his brother Stephen B. Harris, honorary 
secretary of the same club. 

Ten Maryland clubs sent their best. ''This 
show," said Mary (Mrs. Paul) Jacobs, whip¬ 
per-in for Howard County, "gives clubs a 
chance to introduce their puppies to shows 
before thev go to bigger events at Oatlands 
and Bryn Mawr." 

Each puppy had a walker, or handler. 
"Clubs have volunteers," Mary added, 
"who walk puppies to get them used to peo¬ 
ple and to teach them obedience. Some 
members really enjoy this part of foxhunting 
more than any other." They help the staff, 
huntsman, kennelman, whippers-in and 
master train young foxhounds from the time 
they are weaned until they join the pack. 
Showing affords everyone a chance to see 
what has been learned.

Shows fill weekends in May and June. Kit¬ 
ty (Mrs. Charles) Jenkins, MFH Green 
Spring Valley Hounds, explained, "We're 
working on our young foxhounds right now. 
It takes a lot of time, so we enter only a few 
shows, but the circuit includes shows in 
North Carolina and Kentucky. We find that 
we can't go to them all." 

Yelps and clear bell tones rose from pup¬ 
py-filled trailers and vans, causing one 5- 
year-old to tell his father, "Those dogs are 
crying!" To foxhunters this was the sweetest 
music, foretelling long gallops across frosty 
fields on a fall morning. 

That would come later; now it was time to 
slip the lead around the foxhound's neck, 
don the walker's uniform (a white lab coat), 
stuff a fe hdbits in the pocket and enter the 
ring. Shirley Haley, who walked the young 
bitch Blaze for Elkridge-Harford, wore a coat 
that was neatly but extensively patched, es¬ 
pecially around the pockets. "It was mine," 
said veteran huntsman Dallas Leith, "and I 
wore it out carrying so many biscuits in my 
pocket." 

The three foxhound types—American, 
Cross-bred and English—were represented 
in the show. Although they are as different 
from each other as Porsches, Buicks and 
Cadillacs, judges used the same criteria in 
evaluating them—conformation, way of go¬ 
ing and personality. They looked for alert, 
happy and obedient foxhounds who moved 
smoothly and had well-balanced conforma¬ 
tion and substance. 

American foxhounds are the sportscars of 
the foxhound world. Lithe, steamlined and 
fast, with deep voices, they are considered 
volatile and hard to control by their detrac¬ 
tors, but those who prefer them admire their 
fox sense and ability to follow a line under 
adverse weather conditions. Goshen, Poto¬ 
mac, Marlborough, De La Brooke W and 
Howard County showed in this division. 
Champion of the Americans was Goshen 
Hunt's Ruler, by Bull Run's Rueben out of 
Goshen's Bashful, shown by club member 
Gary Wenzel, and reserve was Potomac's 
Kipling, by Trooper out of Kiwi. 

Cross-breds, as their name implies, com¬ 
bine some of the qualities of both American 
and English foxhounds. This was the largest 


division. Participating Maryland clubs in¬ 
cluded Elkridge-Harford, Green Spring 
Valley, Howard County, Iron Bridge, Mid¬ 
dletown/New Market and Potomac. Twenty 
Cross-bred dogs were shown, more than in 
any other class. 

Howard County swept the board in the 
Cross-bred category, winning all classes 
with lovely tricolored foxhounds, ten by 
their stallion Major. Champion was the dog 
Master, by Major out of Funny, shown by 
Anne (Mrs. Wilfred) Wright, and reserve 
was the bitch Mischief, from the same litter 
and shown by Marian Scullin, wife of the 
club's Master, Dr. Roger 1. Scullin. 

Watching Marian Scullin handle a fox¬ 
hound in the ring is observing an expert at 
work. Kind, gentle and patient, she cajoled 
her entry into posing quietly, head and tail 
up, or into moving obediently on the lead. 
She obviously meant what she said when 
she stated, "I love them and work with them 
a lot." 

Compared to the Cross-breds, the English 
representation was small. Only three clubs 
showed: Antietam, Wye River and a single 
entry from Iron Bridge. Competition nar¬ 
rowed to Wye River's large, strong-boned 
foxhounds versus Antietam's smaller, thinner 
variety, with the latter prevailing. Judges 
chose Antietam's Master, by John Brown out 
of Clara Barton, champion and the reserve 
went to Wye River's Melody, by Duke of 
Beaufort's Midnight out of his Delta. 

This bitch is an example of the close ties 
that exist between breeders of English fox¬ 
hounds in the United States and Great Bri¬ 
tain. "Delta was a gift to us from the Duke of 
Beaufort," said Anne Morton McCance of 
Mr. Thomas Wyman's Wye River Hunt. "We 
visit England often and all of our foxhounds 
are of his strain. Melody is lemon and white, 
but we have tricolored ones, too. The Eng¬ 
lish foxhound is extremely heavy but faster 
than the American and has a shriller voice." 
An observer commented that these fox¬ 
hounds fit his idea of the English: dignified 
and starchy. □

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$200,000 Bid 
Tops Sale Of 
2-Year-Olds

ti xcept for the dispersal sale of William 
duPont Jr/s horses in 1966, no horse ever 
auctioned in Maryland brought as much as 
the $200,000 paid by Donald and Anne Rud¬ 
der last month at the 8th annual Maryland 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale held at Ti- 
monium. Mr. and Mrs. Rudder live in Avon, 
Conn. 

The Bold Forbes colt had been purchased 
by William G. Christmas in March at the 
Hialeah Two-Year-Olds in Training sale for 
$37,000—just before Air Forbes Won (also by 
Bold Forbes) gained national attention by 
winning four straight races and establishing 
himself as the favorite for last month's Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

The sales topper sold as Hip No. 46 in an 
eight-hour session (Sunday, May 9) which 












found 230 horses going through the ring. 
Seventy-seven (33 per cent) of those offered 
failed to meet their consignors' reserves. For 
the 153 which did sell, the average price was 
S12,757. 

The gross for the 153 which sold was 
SI,951,800—up 2 per cent from the previous 
record high set in 1981. The average price, 
however, dropped 23 per cent from last 
year's record high of S16,761. 

Figures for the sale—conducted by the 
Maryland Sales Agency and sponsored by 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association— 
compare quite favorably to those of the Fasig- 
Tipton auction held two weeks earlier at Ti- 
monium. 

Fasig-Tipton sold 88 head for a gross of 
SI,015,700 and an average of $11,542. An¬ 


other 46 head were offered but were re¬ 
turned to their consignors when their re¬ 
serves were not met. The percentage of Re- 
serv^es Not Attained was 34. 

Mr. Christmas, president of the Marvland 
Sales Agency, was understandablv delight¬ 
ed with his personal pinhooking venture on 
the Bold Forbes sales topper. The colt is out 
of the stakes-placed First Landing mare 
Kushka who is the dam of stakes winner 
Lefty and stakes-placed Sheika and Tikaki. 

The sale's second highest price of S52,000 
also had a Florida connection. 

Hip No. 38 had been offered in Februarv at 
the Ocala Breeders Sale but was bought in 
at S16,000. Reconsigned to Timonium, the 
Hold Your Peace filly was sold to Countrv 
Roads as agent for $52,000. Mr. and Mrs.

Top Buyers 

Donald and Anne Hublein Rudder 
were prepared to go even higher than 
the S200,000 thev paid for the Bold 
Forbes 2-vear-old at last month's Mary¬ 
land Sales Agency auction, according to 
their advisor, Ken Lowe. 

"Thev have been out of racing for 
about eight vears," said Lowe. "Now 
they're getting back in, and this time 
thev want to go first class. Thev had 
moderate success the last time thev had a 
racing stable, mavbe because their hors¬ 
es were moderate. Now thev've changed 
their wav of thinking. I would sav that 
the Bold Forbes colt represents their 
minimum standards for their new sta¬ 
ble." 

Neither Mr nor Mrs. Rudder had ever 
attended a horse auction until thev came 
to Timonium on Mav 9. Thev maintain 
homes in Florida, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut and have been breeding 
Thoroughbreds on a ver\^ small basis 
(two or three mares) in partnership with 
Lowe for the past fiv^e vears. 

Mr. Lowe's farm at which the mares 
are maintained is in Sherburne, N.Y. 

No trainer has as vet been chosen for 
the S200,000 colt, although it is likelv that 
the unnamed Bold Forbes colt will be 
shipped to the Middleburg Training 
Center for his preliminary training, 
Lowe said. 

Mr. Rudder is described bv Lowe as a 
self-made multimillionaire who started 
off as a window washer. He owns the 
Rudder Building Services in Hartford, 
Conn., which specializes in cleaning 
mammoth buildings. "For example," 
said Lowe, "thev recently cleaned the 
dome of the Capitol." 

Regarding the sale topper, Lowe said: 
"We had him X-raved so manv times 
before the sale that it's a wonder he 
didn't get bone cancer. The Rudders fi¬ 
nally told me that there was no wav thev 
wanted to miss buying him. 1 did the 
bidding for them, and thev gave me au- 
thoritv^ to go much higher than $200,000." 


Richard Shockey Jr. sold the filly as agent for 
Cleartone Farm. 

Also selling for $52,000 at the Timonium 
auction was Hip No. 89—a Caucasus filly out 
of a Waguelv Noble mare (Noble Mumtaz) 
who is a half-sister to Alma North ($513,597). 

Next in price were a Dactylographer filly 
(Hip No. 148) at $51,000 and a Regal Embrace 
colt (Hip No. 172) at $50,000. 

Nine horses were sold for $35,000 or more, 
and 23 achieved the $20,000 plateau. 

The sale began at 1 p.m. and ended at 9 
o'clock. 

Public trials were held the previous day 
over the Timonium track, the majority of the 
2-vear-olds breezing either a quarter-mile or 
three furlongs. The trials began at 9:15 and 
were over bv 2:30. 

For the trials, attendance was slim, only a 
few hundred persons availing themselves of 
the chance to see the youngsters in action. At 
the sale itself, attendance varied from a vir¬ 
tual full house in mid-afternoon to only 200 
to 300 during the final hour of selling.

Dave's Friend Returns 

Back in action after suffering an injury 
which sidelined him for several months, 
Dave's Friend shaved IVs seconds off the 
six-furlong Louisiana Downs track record 
last month. The 1980 Maryland Horse of the 
Year posted a time of 1:08%, well under the 
former track record of 1:09%. 

Dave's Friend, who was sold by breeder- 
owner-trainer Bob Beall last year to John 
Franks, is fast becoming a legend in Louisi¬ 
ana. Just 15 days before his record-setting 
race he equaled the track's six-furlong stan¬ 
dard. The fans' respect for him was evident 
by the fact that his record-breaking perform¬ 
ance paid just $2.40, the shortest winning 
price in the nine-year history of the race 
track. 

Hard To Sing 

Hard to Sing, a 6-year-old stakes-winning 
gelding bred by Marylander Mrs. Harry A. 
Love, scored in the Prix d'Evry in France last 
month. What was particularly noteworthy 
about Hard to Sing's stakes victory was the 
fact that he suffered a bowed tendon as a 
4-year-old in 1980, was operated on and 
completely missed the 1981 season. Once 
again he has returned to top form. 

Although Mrs. Love sold him as a yearling 
for "practically nothing at all," she receives 
substantial breeder bonuses whenever he 
finishes in the money, which he has done 
consistently throughout his career. Already 
this year he has earned nearly 100,000 francs 
(about $20,000) for her. 

Concord Hymn, 16, dam of Hard to Sing, 
has a suckling by her side by the popular 


Lyphard stallion Pharly. Mrs. Love also 
owns a full sister to Hard to Sing named 
Praise, who was Group I stakes-placed at 
two. Praise is currently in foal to the Aga 
Khan's celebrated Shergar, in whom Mrs. 
Love owns half a share. 

Involved in French racing and breeding 
since 1975, Mrs. Love has remained dedi¬ 
cated to her operation. At the moment she 
said her 26 horses there are all doing fine, 
despite the fact that her racing stable is "just 
an average lot." But she added, "Hope 
springs eternal with each crop and I have 
several fine yearlings who, so far, have 
shown some spark." 


First Winner 

Medaille d'Or, syndicate-owned son of 
Secretariat and the celebrated Northern 
Dancer mare Fanfreluche, had his first win¬ 
ner last month when the 2-year-old colt Val- 
erina scored in a maiden race in England. 

Valerina was bred in Maryland by Mrs. 
Peter F.Green and sold at the 1981 Keene- 
land Fall Yearling Sale for $45,000. He is the 
first foal from the Majestic Prince mare Ma¬ 
jestic Julie. 

Medaille d'Or, the 1978 champion 2-year- 
old colt in Canada, stood the 1982 season for 
a $7,500 live foal fee at the Maryland division 
of Windfields Farm.

Sired bv Never Bend, Frontage is out of a 
half-sister to ’^Meadow Court who was 
champion 3-vear-old in Ireland. Frontage's 
granddam. Meadow Music, also produced 
stakes-winning Rare Music. 

In 1981, Frontage was represented bv 11 
2-vear-oId winners from his third crop to 
race. He stood at Mr. and Mrs. Green's 
Green Willow Farms for a live foal fee of 
SI,000. 

Record Preakness Betting 

A total of $5,578,022 from 20 sources was 
wagered on the 107th running of the Preak¬ 
ness Stakes at Pimlico. It was the most ever 
bet on a single race in North America. 

The wagering mark eclipsed the previous 
amount of $5,011,575 bet at Churchill Downs 
in Louisville for the Kentucky Derby earlier 
last month. 

The Preakness handle was abetted by the 
revolutionary concept of Other-Track-Wa¬ 
gering (OTW) outside the state of Maryland, 
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and 19 establishments joined the bandwag¬ 
on coast-to-coast. The principal beneficiaries 
of the bonanza will be the Maryland horse¬ 
men and Pimlico after the takeouts are ap¬ 
portioned evenly. 

The 1981 Kentucky Derby introduced 
OTW and three Western ovals—Centennial 
(Denver), Longacres (Seattle) and Yakima 
Meadows (State of Washington)—quickly 
answered the call, betting $233,479, $184,276 
and $37,408, respectively, to pad the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby handle at Churchill of $4,566,179 
to a total mark of $4,991,342. 

Kentucky horsemen and Churchill Downs 
couldn't agree on a takeout formula this 
year, however, and consequently there was 
no OTW on the 1982 Derby. 

Not only was this year's OTW wagering 
on the Preakness a boon for the state's Thor¬ 
oughbred industry, it also created waves in 
neighboring states like Pennsylvania. 

Keystone, an OTW participant, attracted 
more than 1,000 additional fans on Preak¬ 
ness Day, compared with the Saturday a 
week earlier. The handle at the track which 
caters to Philadelphians swelled by about 
$206,000. The track drew nearly 700 more 
May 15 than it did on the like Saturday last 
year. 

The trend was similar at Penn National, a 
nighttime track near Harrisburg. Penn Na¬ 
tional had nearly 800 more fans on Preakness 
Day than it did the previous Saturday this 
year. 

Golden Gate, one of the three tracks in 
California that offered Preakness betting, 
showed an increase of over 3,000 racegoers 
on Preakness Day, 1982, compared with the 
Saturday a year ago. The track that services 
San Francisco realized a mutuel handle in¬ 
crease of more than $600,000. 

At Centennial (Denver) the day's crowd 
was up about 46 per cent and the handle up 
$75,000, compared with a year ago. 

An elevator serving Timonium's patrons 
will be ready for the meeting which begins 
July 20. The project cost $106,000.

Off-Track Betting (OTB) in New York led 
the wav in this revolutionary concept of wa¬ 
gering with a total handle of $1,963,983. 
There was no Preakness wagering con¬ 
ducted at any of the New York tracks. OTB 
did not take Preakness bets last year. 

Among the tracks other than Pimlico 
which accepted Preakness wagering, Holly¬ 
wood Park, the Thoroughbred racing giant 
in Los Angeles, handled the most money, 
$646,246. Hollywood had increases of 1,217 
in attendance and $605,467 in betting on 
Preakness Day, compared with the previous 
Saturday. The total figures were 33,649 and 
$6,790,594 for the day. 

Sportsman's Park, a five-eighths-of-a- 
mile minor track serving Chicago, handled 
$340,953 on the Preakness and had total bet¬ 
ting of $2,731,065, compared with $2,445,022 
on the previous Saturday, a gain of $286,043 
for the day. 

The Preakness betting at the other 16 
tracks was: 

Golden Gate (San Francisco), $270,207; 
Longacres (Seattle), $213,247; Keystone 
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(Philadelphia), $144,150; Centennial (Den¬ 
ver), $103,996; Fairmount Park (St. Louis),

Los Alamitos, Calif., $63,518; Waterford 
Park (Pittsburgh), $43,580; Quad City 
Downs, Ill., $41,472; Yakima Meadows, 
Wash., $29,033; The Meadows, Pa., $27,835; 
Pocono Downs (Wilkes Barre, Pa.), $27,290; 
Commodore Downs (Erie, Pa.), $27,042, and 
Mavwood Park, Ill., $13,086. Quad City 
Downs, Pocono Downs, The Meadows and 
Mavwood Park are harness tracks. 

A crowd of 80,724 at Pimlico wagered 
$1,257,244 on the Preakness and $4,245,627 
for the dav, a decline from a year ago when 
84,113 bet $1,598,911 on the race and a total 
of $4,596,475, both records.

Festive Dancer, a son of Native Dancer and the 
’^Khaled mare Pumpkin Eater, pasture bred his 
mares during the later years of his career, standing 
at Dr. Frederick B. Musser's Lucky Discovery 


Farm near Woodsboro in Frederick county. The 
gray stallion finally went completely blind and 
according to Dr. Musser, it was amazing how the 
mares took care of him. 

"Festive Dancer was turned out with about seven 
mares in a large field beside the house," said Dr. 
Musser. "The mares were always looking out for 
him, preventing him from running into fences 
and hurting himself. They would lead him to wa¬ 
ter, take him to the gate whenever we brought 
them in and, in general, guard him from any 
harm. Whenever a mare came into season she 
would aggressively approach him but he didn't 
usually cover her right away. He instinctively 
knew the best time to cover them and while he 
was living we never had any troubles with barren 
mares." 

Festive Dancer, who had to be destroyed in Au¬ 
gust, 1979, was posthumously represented by his 
first stakes winner last month when Tessie's Hope 
captured the Senorita Stakes at Jefferson Downs 
in Louisiana. The 4-year-old filly from the Bold 
Commander mare Bold Cajun encountered a field 
of nine other fillies in the Senorita and recorded a 
neck decision over Cornered. Her winning six and 
a half-furlong time was 1:20V^. 

Tessie's Hope, who was claimed from Dr. Musser 
for $23,500 last April, is one of five winners pro¬ 
duced by Bold C^n. The mare, 15, has a yearling 
filly by Friend's Choice and is currently in foal to 
that sire. Her 2-year-old colt by Friend's Choice 
sold for $9,500 at the 1982 Fasig-Tipton Eastern 
Spring 2-Year-Olds in Training Sale at Timonium. 
Dr. Musser has been breeding her to Friend's 
Choice ever since the death of Festive Dancer.

Consigned by breeder Dr. Gene F. Braga to the 
1981 MHBA Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale, 
Platinum Belle attracted a price nearly twice the 
sales average when she was sold to Thomas E. 
Stone for $31,000. At 2, the daughter of Northern 
Jove and the Federal Hill mare Hill's Fancy was 


placed once in three starts and earned $990. This 
year, however, she has won herself out. In her 
1982 campaign she has scored in five races, with 
one second, in six starts and has won $51,290. Her 
latest victories were in the Herecomesthebride 
and the Miss Woodford Stakes at Monmouth. 

Trainer Jimmy Murphy sent Platinum Belle up 
against eight other 3-year-old fillies in the six-fur¬ 
long Herecomesthebride stakes. Leaving post po¬ 
sition number two, she was immediately sent to 
the front by jockey J.W. Edwards. From that point 
on she was never headed, gradually extending her 
margin to five lengths ahead of entrymate 
Smooch at the wire. Finishing third was Be¬ 
stowed, 7V2 lengths back of the place horse. Run¬ 
ning time for the Herecomesthebride was l:10Vf>, 
well off the track standard of 1:08 set by Icecapade 
on June 20,1973. 

As the favorite in the Miss Woodford, Platinum 
Belle caught frontrunning Swift Attraction in mid¬ 
stretch and then fended off a late rally by Talc 
Shaker to score a Yt-length victory. Talc Shaker 
finished second, 3V4 lengths to the good of Swift 
Attraction. The winner's six-furlong time was 1:12%. 

Platinum Belle is the second foal produced from 
Hill's Fancy, who was a winner at 2 and 3 of 
$9,144. Hill's Fancy's first foal is the Convex colt 
Mr. RiggB. ($6,165). 

Platinum Belle is the eighth stakes winner for her 
sire Northern Jove. Northern Jove stood in Mary¬ 
land at Helmore Farm until the conclusion of the 
1979 breeding season, when he was moved to 
Spendthrift Farm, near Lexington, Ky. The 
stakes-winning son of Northern Dancer and the 
Sun Again mare Junonia has sired champion 
Candy Eclair, multiple stakes winner North 
Course and major earner Northern Baron. He pre¬ 
sently stands for $20,000 live foal. 


"She foaled Dance Pavilion at noon," recalled 
Hayden. "Everyone in my advertising office 
(which is located in his bam) was able to watch her 
have the colt." 

Action Station also produced Princess Doreen 
Handicap winner Annie Active and stakes-placed 
French winner Fille Pour France, as well as Piper 
Field and Search for Action. Piper Field (by North 
Sea) won $72,000 before being claimed last May at 
Pimlico for $23,500. Search for Action was sold for 
$17,000 at the Maryland Spring Two-Year-Olds In 
Training Sale, and Courgette (winner of $18,227 in 
1981) was claimed for $12,000. 

Thomas J. Barry and Bemie Bond bought Dance 
Pavilion from Hayden for $15,000 at the 1979 
Maryland Fall Sales, where Action Station was 
also sold for $7,500 to Walnut Lawn Farm. Bond 
trained the horse, who did not race until he was a 
3-year-old. 

"Dance Pavilion was a big, strong, handsome, 
overgrown colt," said Bond. "We had to let his 
muscles catch up with the rest of him before we 
could race him. But when he did race, he did 
everything right and he should be able to win 
more stakes races in the future."

Maryland-Bred Stakes Winners conHnued 


E.J. Wallace continued 

Had fate a hand in the conception of EJ. Wallace? 
Facility had produced only two foals in eight 
years, neither one of much distinction, when she 
gave birth to her stakes winner. 

A gift to Massachusetts resident Dennis Wallace 
from a Maryland woman who had given up on the 
mare. Facility was successfully bred to Last 
Dance, a grandson of Native Dancer who stands 
in Massachusetts. Then Wallace sent the mare to 
Bonita Farm to foal. 

"'Facility was shipped to Maryland because I 
thought the lady who gave her to me would like a 
chance to become partners in the foal," said Wal¬ 
lace. "E.J. was dropped at Bonita and Facility was 
bred back to Bold Monarch. Unfortunately she 
aborted the foal and shortly after had to be de¬ 
stroyed. Luckily I never did come to any partner¬ 
ship arrangement on E.J." 

The gelding did not begin racing until December 
21, 1981, the end of his 2-year-old year. He had 
bucked his shins and breeder/owner/trainer Wal¬ 
lace rested him for a few months. But in his first 
start, a six-furlong allowance at Suffolk Downs, 


E.J. Wallace ran like a veteran, coming through 
traffic from fourth place to edge out Crockett's 
Bluff by a neck. 

In his next race, on New Year's Day 1982, E.J. 
Wallace cracked a hoof coming out of the starting 
gate, but still managed third place on the sloppy 
track. The injury developed into a quarter crack 
and he had to be fitted with a special bar shoe and 
nine screws. 

On April 26 E.J. Wallace raced again, still with the 
bar shoe, which did not seem to deter him as he 
won the six-furlong allowance by nine lengths. 

In the Paul Revere Stakes E.J. Wallace ran in a 
three-quarter shoe. Despite rumors that he was 
lame, he finished eight lengths ahead of second 
placed Nomatterware, going the six furlongs in 
1:09^, 1% seconds off the track record. In third 
place, a length behind Nomatterware, was fa¬ 
vored Full Venture, winner of the Great American 
Stakes last year as a juvenile. 

"E.J. Wallace is certainly one of the nicest animals 
I've ever ridden," said jockey Carl Gambardella 
after the race. "There is just no telling how good 
he might be—as long as he stays healthy."

On paper Phoebe's Phancy app>eared to have a 
lock on the $50,000 Geisha Handicap, for Mary¬ 
land-bred fillies and mares, at Pimlico last month. 
Just nine days before in a IMe-mile prep race she 
had registered a facile eight-length decision in 
which me track record was hers for the taking had 
she been pressed by jockey Mario Pino. Eight 
horses were slated to run against her in the Geisha 
but only three rivals contested the 4 to 5 favorite. 

A victory in the 10th running of the Geisha, how¬ 
ever, was not destined for Phoebe's Phancy. In an 
effort which mystified both owner Dr. Edgar Ber¬ 
man and trainer J. William Boniface, the brilliant 
homebred filly faltered through the stretch, fin¬ 
ishing last, beaten some 24 lengths by the show 
horse. Lady Dean. Fortunately, post race exami¬ 
nations revealed no signs of injury and she has 
remained in training. 

The upset winner of the Geisha was Mrs. Au¬ 
gustus Riggs rV's homebred Zvetlana, who re¬ 
corded a neck decision over Scherzo's Last. Zvet¬ 
lana finished strongly to overtake the place horse 
in deep stretch. Coming in third, beaten IVi 
lengths, was Lady Dean. The winner's time for the 
Geisha was 1:45, well off the track standard of 
1:41.

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Privacy prevailed by a head over Miss Dutchess, 
with Talc Shaker another three-quarters of a 
length behind. The final time was 1:10%. 

Last February Privacy was sold by her breeder, 
Oliver Goldsmith, to Mrs. Bertram Firestone for 
"almost a million," though Goldsmith mentioned 
no specific figure. 

Both Privacy's sire. Turn to Reason, and her dam, 
Ineabelle, are owned by Goldsmith. As part of the 
sales arrangement with the Firestones, Goldsmith 
was given a share in Green Dancer and has sent 
Ineabelle to be covered by this stallion. Green 
Dancer, a son of Nijinsky II and winner of 
$369,111, including the Observer Gold Cup-G I at 
2 and the French Two Thousand Guineas-G I at 3, 
was syndicated in 1981 for $15 million by John 
Gaines and now stands at Gainesway Farm in 
Lexington, Ky. 

Turn to Reason is the sire of 11 stakes winners. He 
earned $140,754 in his 54 career starts. Among his 
wins were the Illinois Derby and the Christmas 
Handicap at 2, and the Tropical Park Handicap at 
3. Privacy is his leading money-earning progeny. 

"I foaled Privacy myself," said Goldsmith, "and 
we put a bottom on her here at Longwood Farm 
before sending her to the trainer at the track. We 
always kept a close eye on her. 


"But the Firestones made me an offer I could not 
refuse. 

"She is an extreme competitor," said Goldsmith. 
"Only twice out of the money, and neither one her 
fault. One start came after an unreasonably fast 
workout that left her depleted. The other was the 
result of the wrong saddle being put on her."

She is a third 
generation homebred, being owned by longtime 
MHBA member Mrs. Riggs. Mrs. Riggs also bred 
Sailor's Que, the 1980 Maryland-bred steeple¬ 
chaser of the year. 

Cyane, sire of Zvetlana, began stud duty in 1964 at 
Merryland Farm, before being moved to Bowling 
Brook Farm in 1965 and later to Virginia where he 
presently stands at Blue Ridge Farm, near Upper- 
ville, for a $10,000 live foal fee.

Royal Hierarchy may be a high-priced stallion 
when he is retired to stud at the end of this year. 
There are no immediate plans as to where he will 
stand or for how much, but after a convincing win 
in the City of Baltimore Handicap and with half a 
year still to race, his future looks good. 


An ambitious program for the remainder of the 
campaign is planned for Royal Hierarchy, accord¬ 
ing to Ben Cohen, husband of the owner and 
treasurer of Pimlico race course. Among the races 
scheduled for the 5-year-old son of Native Royalty 
and the Hail to All mare High Hail are the New 
York handicap triple crown (Metropolitan, Subur¬ 
ban and Brooklyn) as well as the fall handicap 
series (Woodward, Marlboro and Jockey Qub 
Gold Cup). 

"The way he ran in the City of Baltimore," said 
Mr. Cohen, "he should do very well in New York. 
If he is able to make a good showing of himself, 
which we certainly think he will, then his value 
when he enters stud should be pretty high." 

The Cohens still own Roval Hierarchy's dam. 
High Hail (by Hail to All—High Folly by Johns 
Joy), a full sister to Con Man, stakes winner of 
$140,183. The mare has also produced three other 
winners: Hail by Jove by Northern Jove 
($158,233), Savage Call by Jungle Savage ($8,150) 
and Distaff Leader by Bold Commander ($^,548). 
Of these the Cohens now own only the latter, 
winner of the Moonbeam Stakes at three in 1981. 
High Hail's daughter Savage Call is the dam of 
stakes winner Lady Jove. 

Royal Hierarchy is one of 16 stakes winners sired 
by Native Royalty, the others including Pictur¬ 
esque and Ruthie's Native. Winner of the Carter 
Handicap and three other stakes. Native Royalty 
is owned by a syndicate and stands at Spendthrift 
Farm near Lexington, Ky. 

"He is certainly the best horse we have," said Ben 
Cohen about Royal Hierarchy. "He could be any 
kind of horse. He's had his problems. Last year he 
injured his ankle in his stall and was out of the 
action for a while, but now he is very strong."

Florence Loome 

Florence Loome, 64-year-old wife of Bow¬ 
ie's former general manager John F. Loome, 
died at her home in California last month 
following an illness of many years. Mrs. 
Loome is survived by her husband, two sons 
and a daughter. 

Mr. Loome, a former FBI agent, worked in 
Maryland as an agent for the Thoroughbred 
Racing and Protective Bureau before being 
hired as Bowie's general manager approxi¬ 
mately 20 years ago. He left Maryland to 
become general manager of Arlington Park 
but in recent years has been engaged in the 
real estate business in San Diego. 

Jane Fowler Bassett 

Jane Fowler Bassett, member of an out¬ 
standing New Jersey horse family and her¬ 
self an accomplished horsewoman, died last 
month at her home in Monkton following a 
long illness. Mrs. Bassett, widow of Carroll 
Bassett, was 67. 

Noted for her accomplishments in the 
show ring and as a foxhunter during her 
younger days, Mrs. Bassett was a strong 
supporter of the Elkridge-Harford Hunt 
Qub on whose property her home was lo¬ 



cated. She was a founder of the club's hunter 
trials and gave generously of her time in all of 
the club's activities. Her late husband had 
been an outstanding steeplechase rider who 
in 1972 was elected to racing's Hall of Fame. 

Her survivors include a brother, Anderson 
Fowler, and a niece, Elizabeth Fowler 
Houghton, who owns Buckingham Farm 
near Chestertown. 

Mrs. Leonard H. Drennan 

Mary Fletcher Drennan, 92-year-old 
widow of Leonard H. Drennan, died last 
month at a Cockeysville retirement home 
following a long ilness. Mr. Drennan, who 
died in 1954, had been a founding member of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

After her husband's death, Mrs. Drennan 
operated their cattle and dairy farm in Monk- 
ton up until the early 1970's. Bom and raised 
in Little Rock, Ark., she attended Vassar 
College. A brother, John Gould Fletcher, 
won the 1939 Pulitizer Prize for poetry. He 
died in 1950. 

Mrs. Drennan is survived by a son, Leon¬ 
ard H. Jr., seven grandchildren and four 
great-grandchildren. 

Mrs. Edward S. Voss Sr. 

Elsa Home Voss, foxhunter, sculptor and 
founder of the Harford county humane soci¬ 
ety, died early this month at her home in 
Monkton after a long illness.

The new Owner Bonus program initiated 
at the 60-day Pimlico meeting this spring 
resulted in a 34.02 per cent award to the 
owners of all Maryland-breds which won 
races other than stakes or claimers. The per¬ 
centage is calculated on the winner's share of 
the purse. 

Of the 54 owners receiving checks, the 
leaders were Dr. Robert A. Leonard 
($9,979.57), Locust Hill Farm ($9,115.95) and 
Dr. Edgar Berman ($8,904.85). 

These awards are, of course, in addition to 
purse money earned by the winning Mary¬ 
land-breds. Previously, the Maryland Fund 


program offered allowance and claiming 
races restricted to Maryland-breds. Those 
races have been eliminated. Purse money 
formerly allocated to them is now being dis¬ 
tributed as owner's awards. 

This means that an owner can now win 
both a purse and a bonus. 

Other owners who received checks in ex¬ 
cess of $5,000 from the Pimlico meeting were 
J. Patrick Smith ($7,177.62), Fourbros Stable 
($7,069.82), Michael Erlanger ($6,218.04),

The new owner bonus has no impact on 
previously existing breeder and stallion 
awards.

owner's bonus. His awards (including bo¬ 
nuses for the farm's stallions) totaled

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President's Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
April 27 , 1982, in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia Road, Timonium, Md. 

The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:10 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, William 
G. Christmas, Fendall M. Qagett, Hal C.B. 
Clagett, Janon Fisher III, Joseph B. Hickey 
Jr., J. W.Y. Martin Jr., Betty Shea Miller, John 
C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, Katharine 
M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank A. Bonsai Jr., Kimball 
C. Firestone, Jerold C. Hoffberger, John B. 
Merryman. 

The minutes of the previous meeting hav¬ 
ing earlier been mailed to all directors, the 
president asked for a motion that they not be 
read at this meeting. Mr. Hickey so moved, 
seconded by Mr. Hal Clagett. The mohon 
passed without dissent. 

The president called on Ms. Miller for the 
treasurer's report. That report follows: 

"Thanks primarily to the tremendous suc¬ 
cess of our February Sale conducted by the 
Maryland Sales Agency, the MHBA's fiscal 
year has ended with a substantial profit of 
$39,203, before taxes. 

"The MHBA's revenue from the February 
auction was $70,000. This compares most fa¬ 
vorably with the $5,156 received from Fasig- 
Tipton at the 1981 February auction. In 1980, 
Fasig-Tipton paid us $14,340 from the same 
sale. 


"Our records and books were audited this 
year for the first time. The audit was per¬ 
formed by the firm of Wilson, Linder and 
Woltereck. 

"Because a full audit takes a great deal 
more time than the financial reviews which 
were done in previous years, our auditors 
have not completed their formal report for 
the fiscal year which ended March 31. 

"They have, however, assured us that the 
bottom line will show a profit of approxi¬ 


mately $39,000 before taxes. And they prom¬ 
ise to have a preliminary draft of their report 
available for the general membership meet¬ 
ing on May 4. 

"This year's profit comes at a most oppor¬ 
tune time, the MHBA having had marginal 
or losing years since 1979. 

"Our recent year-end figures follow:

Mr. Hal Qagett moved that the president, 
treasurer and Maryland Sales Agency be 
congratulated for the association's financial 
well-being. Ms. Voss seconded the motion 
which passed unanimously. 

In the absence of committee chairman Kim 
Firestone, Mr. Carter read the Sales Com¬ 
mittee's report. That report follows: 

"Our partnership with the Maryland Sales 
Agency has gotten off to an auspicious start. 

"The February auction was our first in 
partnership with the MSA, and it was re¬ 
markably successful with gross sales (not in¬ 
cluding RNA's) of slightly more than $3 mil¬ 
lion. This more than doubled our previous 
record high for this auction. 

"The MHBA's share of the profits 
amounts to $70,000. 

"^To put this $70,000 into perspective, it is 
pointed out that for the entire year ending in 
March 1981, our revenue from horse sales 
was $113,601. In 1980 our revenue was 
$70,490. 

"Our second sale with the MSA will be 
held Sunday, May 9. 

"The catalogue for that auction lists 260 
head—approximately 100 more than in the 
Fasig-Tipton sale held this past Sunday. 

"Our schedule for the rest of the year is as 
follows: 
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May 9 - Two-year-olds in training 
Aug. 1 - Mixed (to be held in Cow Palace) 
Sept. 24 - Selected yearlings 
Sept. 30, Oct. 1 - Mixed 
Dec. 5 - Mixed." 

Mr. Boniface moved (seconded by Mr. 
Fendall Clagett) that the sales committee's 
report be accepted and approved. The mo¬ 
tion passed without dissent. 

The president called on Mr. Carter to read 
a letter from Wayne Wright, secretary-trea¬ 
surer of the local division of the HBPA. 

The letter follows: 

The Maryland-Delaware-Charles Town 
Division, HBPA Board at its meeting held 
Tuesday, April 13, 1982 unanimously ap¬ 
proved the following regarding the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association's share of 
New York OTB for the 1982 Pimlico Meeting: 

1. The Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion zuill not share in revenues received 
from Other Track Wagering and Off 
Track Betting on the Preakness Stakes 
to be run Saturday, May 15,1982. 

2. The Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion zoill share in revenues received 
from Tuesday New York Off Track Bet¬ 
ting during the Pimlico 1982 meeting as 
follows: 

16.67% of horsemen's WPS com¬ 
missions 

11.11% of horsemen's DD and EX 
commissions 

6.67% of horsemen's TRI commis¬ 
sions 

I trust this is acceptable, since it is exactly 
as proposed by Ms. Voss on behalf of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association.

The president called on Carter for a report 
on the Maryland Racing Council's public re¬ 
lations legislation which has been passed by 
the General Assembly. 

Carter stated that the bill (when signed by 
the governor) will allocate $100,000 of state 
money annually for the next two years, pro¬ 
viding the racing industry supplies matching 


funds. He further stated that it is the respon¬ 
sibility of the Maryland Racing Council to 
coordinate the many details involved in get¬ 
ting the program underway. The Council, he 
added, is presently in a state of limbo. Al¬ 
though it has been organized and had sev¬ 
eral meetings, its bylaws have not been ap¬ 
proved, nor have officers been elected. Since 
the proposed bylaws provide for one dele¬ 
gate from each participating organization. 
Carter urged that the MHBA make its official 
selection of a delegate, and that that delegate 
be either John Merryman or Katy Voss, since 
they were the prime movers in the creation 
of the Maryland Racing Council and also the 
strongest lobbyists for the bill when it was 
before the General Assembly. Carter also 
recommended to Fendall Clagett (who is 
president of the local division of the HBPA) 
that he appoint either Merryman or Voss as 
the HBPA's representative to the Council. 
There was unanimous agreement to this pro¬ 
posal.

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President's Report conHnued 

The president reported that a two-year 
contract on the Timonium sales pavilion had 
been signed recently, all contractural prob¬ 
lems having been resolved. 

The general manager stated that the 
Equine Conference held at Timonium on 
March 18 had been highly successful with 
over 500 persons in attendance. He added 
that all six speakers had delivered first class 
talks and that the audience's reaction had 
been unanimously positive. He particularly 
commended to the Board the performance of 
Tyson Gilpin who had been invited as a sub¬ 
stitute for Henry White on less than 24 hours 
notice. Carter also noted that Frank Hopkins 
had done an outstanding job as committee 
chairman. He stated that on the suggestion 
of Mr. Small, a piece of silver had been order 
for Mr. Hopkins. This will be presented,to 
Mr. Hopkins at the Green Spring Inn awards 
dinner on May 17. 

The general manager next reported that he 
had written to Penny Ringquist regarding 
the MHBA's decision to withdraw from the 
National Breeders Conference. He had re¬ 
ceived later from Mrs. Ringquist a gracious 
and understanding letter, acknowledging 
the MHBA's withdrawal. Regarding the 
MHBA's offer of a $500 annual contribution 
to the NBC, Mrs. Ringquist stated that she 
would have the NBC decide at its next meet¬ 
ing whether or not to accept the donation. 

The president read a letter he had received 
from fellow board member Jerry Hoffberger 
regarding the scheduling of Board meetings. 
Mr. Hoffberger requested in his letter that 
dates for Board meetings be set six months in 
advance. A majority of the Board's members 
endorsed this suggestion, although there 
were some who did not agree to such a long- 
range schedule. The general manager was 
instructed to work out a tentative six-month 
schedule and present it to the Board at its 
next meeting for its consideration. The con¬ 
sensus was that the second Wednesday in 
each month be chosen, providing that such a 
date not conflict with auction sales normally 
attended by some MHBA directors. 

The president asked if there was any new 
business to discuss. 

Mr. Fisher suggested that a button for 
MHBA members be designed and given to 
all members. He added the thought that this 


button might be recognized by Maryland 
tracks, gaining for button wearers free entry 
to all Maryland tracks. After some discus¬ 
sion, the suggestion was tabled. 

Mr. Fendall Qagett then brought up the 
Back Again Handicap which was scheduled 
to be terminated following the 1982 running. 
He pointed out that entries to the yearling 
show will drop sharply if there is no Back 
Again. He further urged that the MHBA uti¬ 
lize $10,000 to $20,000 of its own funds to 
subsidize this race. There was a sharp differ¬ 
ence of opinion on such a plan, but all did 
agree that entries for the yearling show will 
suffer if the race is discontinued. Mr. Martin 
said he felt entries would be halved and that 
an increase in yearling show prize money 
would not compensate for the loss of the 
race. He moved that the directors decide im¬ 
mediately to have the race continued and 
that the problem of purse money be resolved 
at a later date. Ms. Miller seconded the mo¬ 
tion which passed without dissent. 


There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 8:25 p.m. 
on a motion by Mr. Mobberley, seconded by 
Mr. Hal Qagett. □

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King Leatherbmy Speaks 
At Equine Conference 

Third of the six speakers at the Equine Conference held at Timonium 
on March 18 was tioo-time national leading trainer King Leatherbury. 

Mr. Leatherbury has trained horses for 24 years and was the national 
leader in number of winners saddled in 1977 and 1978. Four times he has 
had five winners on a single program. Once he icon six races on the same 
day at tzuo different tracks. 


For those of you who are not already in¬ 
volved in horse racing, I especially extend a 
welcome. We've got a good game. It's a form 
of recreation; it's a hobby; it's a sport, and it's 
a business all rolled into one. And it's easy to 
get into. 

Actually, all you have to do is buy a horse, 
and you're in the business. 

So, how do you go about getting a horse? 

Well, first, you can breed your own 
horse—which I do NOT advise for the new¬ 
comer. But I'm not going to talk about breed¬ 
ing because someone else will be along later 
to cover that area. 

The second way to get into the business is 
to buy a yearling. This method I do advise. 
It's an excellent way to get into the business. 
But I'm not going to talk about yearlings, 
either. 

I'm supposed to talk about acquiring a 
horse that's ready to run. 

You only have three ways, really, to buy a 
horse that's ready to run. 

You can buy him privately, or at an auction 
sale or you can claim him. 

I'll talk about the private sale first. 

The problem with this type of transaction 
is—you've got to be very leery of the private 
sale unless you have a friend that you can 
trust and will sell you a horse and you know 
what you're getting—then you're okay. But 
for the average person to go to a man who 
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says he's got a horse for sale—well, the prob¬ 
lem is why isn't this horse in an auction sale? 
Why sell him on a one-to-one basis when 
that owner could have put him in an auction 
sale where he'll have a thousand people 
available to buy him? So the chances are that 
any legitimate horse that's being sold should 
be in an auction sale where the horse will 
bring a legitimate price. 

Chances are that when a man offers a 
horse at private sale he's asking for more 
than the horse is worth. He's trying to sell 
him privately because he knows that in the 
auction ring that horse won't bring the price 
he's asking. Another thing to consider is that 
the man who told you about somebody else's 
horse being for sale is probably going to 
make a good commission for himself. So 
what you're paying, and what the seller is 
collecting—well, there's a gap in there where 
somebody else is making money off of you. 
So unless you really know the people that 
you're dealing with, I would stay away from 
the private purchase kind of deal. 

All right, now we'll move into the auction 
sales. 

To get a horse that's ready to run, we've 
got two types of sales—the 2-year-olds in 
training sale and the horses of racing age 
sale. 

Leading trainer King Leatherbury discussed 
various means of buying a race horse, 
with a predictable emphasis on claiming. 

The Maryland Horse 



The first of those, the 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale, is a legitimate type of sale. By that I 
mean that the seller is not going to get 
hooked like he does in some other cases. You 
should ask yourself always, whenever a man 
is offering a horse for sale, why is he selling 
this horse? In a 2-year-olds in training sale, 
it's understandable because the owners have 
chosen this way to market their horses. They 
may have bought this horse as a yearling 
with the plan to resell him at two and make a 
profit. Or they may be people who bred their 
own horses and didn't sell them as yearlings 
for one reason or another and decided to 
market them as 2-year-olds. The expenses 
involved in owning a horse are not too great 
until you get into training them. That's when 
you really spend money. So there are under¬ 
standably people who are willing to pay the 
cost of raising horses but don't want to go 
into paying for training. So these sales are 
really a legitimate, nice way to buy a 2-year- 
old. Of course, there's the chance that you 
could have bought that same 2-year-old six 
months earlier for much less price. Some¬ 



times these horses will double in value from 
their yearling year to when they are 2-year- 
olds. 

So maybe if you want to save money you 
should back up and buy at the yearling sale. 

But when you buy a 2-year-old in training, 
you do get a chance to watch the horse gallop 
and sometimes see him breeze. That means 
something, but maybe not as much as you 
think it does. If the horse works extremely 
fast, then you're going to pay that much 
more for him. At least you know that the 
horse is up to the point where he can breeze, 
but it still doesn't mean that this 2-year-old is 
going to make it as a race horse. Two-year- 
olds always seem to develop problems. So 
you're paying a little bit more in the 2-year- 
old sale and you're getting a little bit of insur¬ 
ance that the horse is going to make it to the 
races. 

Okay, so now we go to the second type of 
auction sale, the horses of racing age. Now 
the problem here is one I mentioned earlier. 
Namely, why are these people selling these 
horses? 

A good horse that's running can earn 
money. 

So chances are that the people who are 
selling have decided that the horse they're 
offering isn't as good as he appears to be. In 
other words, there's probably something 
wrong with him. They're getting rid of him 
for some reason. 

Of course, there are times when a person 
is liquidating an estate, getting out of the 
business. Okay, that's good to know—^but 
you're going to pay a premium price because 
everybody knows that this is an okay sale 
and that the horses are all right. Bear in 
mind, too, that the sellers have an advantage 
over you because they know more about the 
horse than you do. This is quite different 
from a yearling sale because nobody really 
knows about yearlings. That's proven every 
year. Every year you get some champion that 
goes through the ring as a yearling and 
brings a ridiculously low amount of mon¬ 
ey—like Spectacular Bid and Seattle Slew. 
It's obvious that nobody knew that they 
were going to be really good horses. 
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So when you're buying yearlings, you can 
get bargains because nobody knows how 
good a particular horse is really going to be. 

But in a horses of racing age sale, it's dif¬ 
ferent. Somebody has already trained those 
horses. They've raced and then the decision 
was made to sell them. If one of my clients 
decides to sell a horse at auction. I'm going to 
be there when he goes through the ring. 
You're out there in the sales audience, and 
you don't know as much about this horse as I 
do. I'm certainly going to buy him for an¬ 
other one of my clients up to what I think 
he's worth—unless I'm just happy to see him 
go to somebody else's bam. 

Now we go to the third way to buy a horse. 
That's claiming, and I think that's the best 
way to buy one. 

Now what's so good about claiming a 
horse? 

Let's first define a claiming race. Claiming 
races were originally designed not to buy 
and sell horses but to classify horses. To 
grade horses, so that all horses of the same 
value will mn together. If you buy a horse for 
$5,000 and mn him in a race for $10,000 hors¬ 
es, you're going to get beat every time. 

They're the best and fairest kind of races 
there is. 

But there are trainers like me who use 
these races to buy and sell horses. Almost like 
the stock market. In the claiming game, 
you're buying a horse that you've seen race. 
So you make up your mind that you want 
him. You say, "Okay, I'll go ahead and take a 
shot at this horse the next time he mns." Of 
course, there's a risk involved. You don't get 
a chance to inspect the horse. You have to 
gamble a little bit in this category. But you're 
getting a horse that's probably capable of 
mnning right back within a week or two, so 
you're in business right away. You have 
some income right off the bat if you get a 
piece of the purse when you mn him back. 

Now even if you make a bad claim and the 
horse is not what you thought he was, at 
least you know it right away. You don't have 
to wait six months to find out like you do 
when you buy a young horse. You might 
have bought a young horse that was bad, 
too. And you might have paid bills for a year 


or so before you discover that you don't have 
much. At least in the claiming game, if you 
make a bad claim you know it the very next 
day. And then you can make your adjust¬ 
ments to see how you can salvage as much 
money as possible. 

In the claiming game, the problem with 
getting started that way is that there's a 
Maryland mle which says that to be eligible 
to claim you must have started a horse at the 
meeting. For example, in order to claim a 
horse today at Pimlico, you would have to be 
an owner who's already started a horse at 
that meeting. That's a restriction that the 
Maryland Racing Commission puts on rac¬ 
ing. I don't know why they have that rule. In 
Pennsylvania they have the open claiming 
rule. TTiere, a person who has never owned a 
horse can claim. You tell them you want to be 
a new owner, and you get a special license to 
claim. 

So what do you do if you don't have any 
horses and you want to claim one? 

Well, this is where you use what we call a 
policeman. A policeman is just a horse that

It doesn't 
matter how bad your policeman is—he 
doesn't have to perform well—he just makes 
you eligible. You just buy some old horse 
somewhere from somebody. 

From an economic standpoint, I think 
claiming is the best way to get into the game. 

I could talk for a long time on this, but I 
don't want to use all of my time without 
answering some questions. That way, we'll 
cover some areas that are of interest to you 
and might have been overlooked. 

So are there any questions? 

Question: Can you get some other owner 
to claim a horse for you if you are ineligible? 

Answer: Oh, no. That's illegal. It's done, 
though. But you've got to know the people you're 
dealing with as a friend and keep everything un¬ 
der the table. (Roar of laughter.) It's done a lot. 
(Greater laughter.) 

Q. Does a trainer charge anything for 
claiming a horse? 


A. The answer is no. Claiming for you is part of 
his duties. Once you're eligible, you just say, 
"Hexf, I like so-and-so." And if he agrees with 
you, he'll claim the horse. You should get a train¬ 
er who's agreeable. Then you put the money up, 
and he'll do evenfthing else. The owner has to 
sign the claim slip himself, unless he made the 
trainer his authorized agetit. 

Q. In Pennsylvania where they have open 
claiming, can somebody who doesn't own a 
horse go there from Maryland and claim? 

A. I honestly don't knozc. Idon'tknoivzvhether 
you hai>e to he a Pennsylvania resident or not. 
(From the audience, a voice said that state resi¬ 
dency is not required in order to become eligible for 
Pennsylvania's opeiz claiming program.) 

Q. In order to claim a horse, do you have to 
run at every meet? 

A. You are eligible in Maryland only at meet¬ 
ings at zvhich you have already started a horse. As 
an example, on opening day at Pimlico in the first 
race, say there are 12 horses in it, you only have 
12 people zvho are eligible to claim out of that race. 
Then the second race zvould have 24 people eligible 
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Conference continued 

to claim. In other words, it counts when you have 
a horse in that race. 

Q. If you're just going into this business, 
how do you go about finding a trainer? 

A. That's the very person you should hire be¬ 
fore you get too involved in owning horses. That 
person you hire as trainer will actually be your 
general manager. You should work very closely 
with him in acquiring your horses. There are a lot 
of good trainers around zvho will be glad to take 
your horses. Some don't get much publicity be¬ 
cause they have small stables. I suggest that you 
try to know some trainers personally before you 
make a decision. Of course, if you make a mistake 
and pick somebody you can't get along with, well, 
one thing is you didn't sign any contract with 
him. It's a strictly day by day thing. So you can 
try a trainer and, if for some reason you don't like 
him, you can let him go and get somebody else. 
These trainers are very much like baseball mana¬ 
gers and football coaches. They'll win the title one 
year and the next year, if they don't zvin it, they're 
likely to get fired. They expect that. The trainer, 
he agrees zvith that.

Q. What does a trainer charge to train a 
horse? 

A. The normal fee is W per cent of all the 
earnings and a flat daily rate. The daily rate in 
Maryland runs from about $22 to say $34 or $35. 

Q. On the Maryland circuit, how many 
horses do you feel that a trainer can success¬ 
fully handle? 

A. This is zvhat I get knocked for all the time. 
They say, "He's got too many horses, so don't 
give yours to Leatherbury. "But really, it depends 
on the trainer's organization. I have 60 horses 
right nozv. This makes it a large outfit. I have the 
organization for it, so I can handle it okay. We've 
alzvays had a large stable, so zve're used to it. It 
depends on the trainers. Lots of trainers don't 
zvant a big stable. Some think ten to 12 horses is 
ideal. That zvay he can keep everything in his 
head. He doesn't really zvant any more. 

Q. Can an owner train his own horses? 

A. Yes. But you haz^e to get your trainer's 
license. You have to pass a test. But for zvhat a 
trainer charges you, you're getting a bargain. If 
you train for yourself, it's still going to cost you as

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much as his per diem fee. It's going to cost you 
zuhat the trainer zvould charge you, ezfen if you're 
your ozon trainer. So the only money you'll save 
zvill be the 10 per cent. 

Q. Can a good trainer make any horse go a 
distance? 

A. No. 

Q. Can you enter a claiming race and not 
want it claimed? 

A. You may not zvant it claimed, but you don't 
hazfe anything to do zvith it once the horse is in 
that race. You have to let your horse go once 
somebody claims him. 

Q. Can the owner tell the trainer what 
claiming price he wants to run for? 

A. Yes. It should be talked about betzveen the 
tzvo of you. If you like a horse—really like a horse, 
you should tell your trainer you don't zvant to lose 
him. Nozv I have ozvners tell me that, so I manage 
their horses a little more conservatively. Of 
course, I might tn/ to change thatozvner's mind. I 
might say that I really don't think he's zvorth 
zvhat you think he is zvorth. 

But the best thing to do if you don't zvant to lose 
your horse is to start him off for a high claiming 
price and let him ezmliiate himself. If he runs zvay 
out of the monexf for $10,000, then he's not zvorth 
ten. 

Q. Is there any way you can prevent your 
trainer from putting a horse in a race that you 
don't want him in? 

A. Well, you should knozv your trainer zvell 
enough so that you 'll knozv that he zvon'tgo into a 
race that you z^eto. 

Q. I want to go back to the 2-year-old sales 
you were talking about earlier. Some con¬ 
signors breeze their horses for those sales 
and some only gallop them. How do you feel 
about that? Do you have a preference? 

A. I'd rather buy them if thei/'z^e breezed be¬ 
cause if the}/ haven't breezed I might think you're 
tn/ing to cover up something. On the other hand, 

I realize that the consignor doesn't zvant to train 
them too much and hai>e them get injured just 
zvhen the sale comes up. So I zvould say that I 
prefer to see them breeze, but I understand zvhy 
many of them don't. 

Q. Do some trainers get along with some 
particular horse better than others? 


A. I don't knozv zvhy that should be the case, 
but it does seem to zvork out that zvay. I can't 
explain zvhy. Of course, a change in hams zvill 
help a horse. The horse gets a different type of 
routine and responds to it by improving. □

The Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Calumet Farm's 
Real Delight, winner of the Black-Eyed Su¬ 
san Stakes. Real Delight, a daughter of Bull 
Lea and the Blue Larkspur mare Blue De¬ 
light, captured the 1952 filly triple crown, 
scoring in the Kentucky Oaks, Black-Eyed 
Susan and Coaching Club American Oaks. 
In her career the Ben A. Jones charge won 12 
of 15 races, earned $261,822, and was named 
champion 3-year-old filly and champion 
handicap mare of 1952. 

■ Don Reed in his column "The Racing 
Scene" discussed the success of the spring 
meeting at Bel Air. "Although the month of 
May in 1952 will be remembered largely be¬ 
cause of the unusual amount of rain which 
fell on racetrackers and everyone else, it is 
pleasant to report that the Bel Air meeting, 
first on the minor circuit, was a success de¬ 
spite the efforts of the weather man. Moving 
up into the spring season to fill the gap be¬ 
tween the close of Pimlico and the opening of 
Delaware Park, Bel Air did surprisingly well 
considering that two of its biggest days— 
Memorial Day and the final Saturday—^were 
marked by threatening weather and off 
tracks. Also in view of the fact that the last 
three days were in conflict with Delaware... 
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By scoring a riding triple on the final day of 
the meeting, Donald Teague took the jockey 
championship of the season in a tight battle 
with Mike Sorrentino. The leadership 
among trainers was not decided until the 
final race of the meeting when Mrs. G.A. 
(Babe) Saportas saddled Lancrel to win. This 
was her sixth of the meet and nosed out 
J.M.P. Bell who had five winners to his 
credit." 

■ The 24th annual meeting of the MHBA 
was held through the courtesy of the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club in the old club house, Pim¬ 
lico race course. May 14. Approximately 175 
members and guests attended the meeting 
and dinner. President Walter A. Edgar re¬ 
ported that the association's finances had 
improved by some $10,000 during the past 
year, the primary reason being the dispersal 
sale of Henry Horkheimer's horses. He also 
reported the association had grown from 133 
members in 1940 to 207 in 1952. The organi¬ 
zational meeting of the newly elected Board 
of Directors met at Pimlico and decided to 
unanimously re-elect the officers who had 
served the previous year. They were as fol¬ 
lows: president—Walter A. Edgar, first vice- 
president—^Danny Shea, second vice-presi- 
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dent—Mrs. R.H. Heighe, secretary-treasur¬ 
er—Goss L. Stryker, field secretary—Hum¬ 
phrey S. Finney and business manager— 
Stewart S. Sears. 

■ L.S. MacPhail, who built his Glenangus 
Farms, near Bel Air, into one of Maryland's 
outstanding Thoroughbred nurseries and 
had been a director of the MHBA for the past 
two years, resigned as a member and direc¬ 
tor of the association. The resignation was 
made through a letter to the field secretary in 
which the former director expressed dissat¬ 
isfaction with personal remarks made to him 
by the president and alleged criticism of 
Charles A. Kenney, who judged the yearling 
show. The resignation was accepted at a spe¬ 
cial meeting of the Board of Directors. 

■ Among the best juvenile fillies performing 
in New York was Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
Home Made, a daughter of the syndicate- 
owned Sagamore Farm sire Occupy and the 
speedy mare Plucky Maid, by Ariel. She 
joined the speedy Cinda in pointing up the 
prospects of the young sire. 

■ One of the most versatile and best known 
Maryland show horses over the preceding 20 
years, Fred J. Hughes' Black Caddy, was put 
down at age 25. In 17 years of active show¬ 
ing, eventing and foxhunting the son of Tea 
Caddy and Fenaugh Maid, by Peter Pan, 
won over 1,000 ribbons. Bred by Fred Foster 
in Muir, Ky., in 1927, Black Caddy had set 
the modem high jumping record for the 
Washington-Maryland area at Meadow- 
brook in 1941 with a jump of six feet, six and 
a half inches. Caddy also traveled extensive¬ 
ly in the East, South and Southwest. When 
his owner was ordered overseas in 1942, he 
was loaned to the Mexican jumping team, for 
whom he became a jumping sensation and 
even starred in a film. He won more classes 
than the famed Arete (winner of the Prix de 
Nations at the 1948 Olympic Games) and 
was a regular first string on their 1948 Olym¬ 
pic equestrian championship team.

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President's Statement 


Some Goals Cited 


I consider it a great honor to have been 
elected president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. Also, I think I am 
lucky to be in this position at a time when 
there is good reason to be optimistic about 
the future of the Thoroughbred breeding in¬ 
dustry in Maryland. 

The MHBA Board, under the presidencies 
of Billy Boniface and Doug Small, has dis¬ 
played a very progressive and aggressive at¬ 
titude during the past several years. Recent 
accomplishments include the very success¬ 
ful seminar on buying and selling Thor¬ 
oughbreds; the successful effort, led by John 
Merryman, to establish the Maryland Racing 
Council for promotion of the state's horse 
industry; and the establishment of a seat on 
the Maryland Agricultural Commission for 
horse breeder representation. 

No move has been more dramatic, how¬ 
ever, than the creation of a new partnership 
between the MHBA and the Maryland Sales 
Agency. Earlv indications are that this deci¬ 
sion is creating favorable results for the 
MHBA and, more importantly, for the in¬ 
dustry. 

As everyone knows, however, there is 
plenty more to be done. Despite the fact that 
Maryland has racing and breeding traditions 


which run as deep as in any state, it is clear 
that some other states have moved forward 
at a faster rate. Maryland racing is good but 
its forward momentum peaked some time 
ago. 

It is difficult to see how the breeding and 
selling segments of the industry can make 
dramatic progress when racing is in a status 
quo situation. Somehow, we need to find a 
way to upgrade our track facilities and to 
develop a greater following for racing in the 
state. 

In the breeding and sales areas, the most 
important thing it will take to make progress 
possible is for individuals and organizations 
with the capacity to make a difference to 
make up their minds that doing so is worth 
the effort. Maryland has a broad-based 
breeding industry, with plenty of room in it 
for large and small operations and for horses 
with a wide range of values. Nevertheless, 
breeders at the top end of the scale could 
help themselves, and the whole industry, if 
they would make a greater commitment to 
expanding their activities "at home." 

Maryland has geographical advantages 
which should be exploited. What we need is 
the determination to use them.
